To  THE  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Health  Committee. 

Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  beg  to  submit  my  Annual  Report  on  the  health  of  the  City  of  Sheffield  for  the  year  1945. 

The  vital  and  mortal  statistics  of  the  year  under  review  do  not  quite  reach  the  standard  of 
the  previous  year  but  they  are  still  favourable  when  compared  with  the  averages  of  the  War 
years  and  also  when  viewed  alongside  the  1945  statistics  of  England  and  Wales. 

The  birth  rate,  which  had  been  steadily  rising  throughout  the  years  from  1933  to  1944, 
receded  in  the  year  1945  from  21-2  per  1,000  of  the  population  to  18-1  per  1,000.  Apart  from 
the  two  previous  years,  however,  this  latter  rate  was  higher  than  that  of  any  year  since  1924. 
The  general  death  rate  was  identical  with  that  of  the  previous  year  and  it  was  again  a  httle  higher 
than  the  England  and  Wales  rate. 

The  infant  mortaUty  rate  of  the  year  1944,  which  was  41  per  1,000  births  and  the  lowest 
ever  recorded  in  the  City,  rose  to  46  per  1,000  in  1945.  This  rate,  which  is  the  same  as  that  of 
England  and  Wales,  is  still  a  very  low  infant  mortality.  Deaths  of  infants  occurring  in  the  first 
four  weeks  of  life  gave  a  neo-natal  mortahty  rate  of  25  per  1,000  hve  births,  which  was  also  rather 
higher  than  the  record  low  rate  of  the  previous  year. 

As  regards  maternal  deaths  the  rate  was  1  •  35  per  1,000  total  (live  and  stdl)  births.  Although 
this  was  somewhat  of  an  increase  from  the  previous  year  the  maternal  mortahty  rate  remains  a 
very  low  one  when  compared  with  the  rates  of  a  few  years  ago.  Also  it  continues  to  be  below 
the  England  and  Wales  rate. 

The  sickness  incidence  and  mortahty  of  the  notifiable  diseases  remained  on  the  whole  com¬ 
paratively  low  in  1945.  The  marked  decline  in  the  attack  rate  and  death  rate  from  Diphtheria, 
which  has  been  evident  in  the  past  few  years,  continued  in  1945  and  there  seems  every  reason 
to  attribute  this  to  the  increased  numbers  of  children  who  are  now  immunised  against  Diphtheria. 
Measles  was  much  more  prevalent  during  the  year  but  the  mortahty  rate  was  relatively  low. 
There  were  7,278  cases  notified  and  only  five  deaths. 

There  was  reference  in  the  1944  Report  to  the  reduced  mortahty  in  the  group  of  respiratory 
diseases — Influenza,  Pneumonia  and  Bronchitis.  The  1945  records  show  that  the  death  rate 
of  this  group  remained  at  its  comparatively  low  level. 

The  death  rate  from  Enteritis  and  Diarrhoea  amongst  children  under  two  years  of  age,  in 
common  with  that  of  England  and  Wales,  was  higher  than  in  1944  but  the  Sheffield  rate  was 
again  the  lower  one. 

There  was  a  shght  increase  in  the  death  rate  from  Tuberculosis  of  the  Respiratory  System. 
This  rate,  however,  excepting  that  of  the  previous  year,  was  lower  than  any  since  the  year  1938, 
when  there  was  the  lowest  rate  which  has  ever  been  recorded  in  the  City.  The  death  rate  from 
Other  Forms  of  Tuberculosis  was  shghtly  below  that  of  the  year  1944. 

For  the  second  year  in  succession  the  death  rate  from  Cancer  represented  a  decrease,  although 
again  only  a  very  slight  one,  in  mortahty  from  this  disease.  The  Sheffield  rate  was  also  again 
below  the  England  and  Wales  rate. 

Convoys  of  service  patients  continued  to  arrive  in  Sheffield  until  after  the  middle  of  the 
year  and  the  sick  and  wounded  from  these  convoys  were  admitted  to  the  beds  which  had  been 
reserved  for  them  at  the  Emergency  Hospitals.  All  were  from  the  European  War  front  and 
they  totalled  673  stretcher  cases  and  404  sitting  cases.  The  last  of  the  convoys  reached  the  City 
on  25th  August,  1945.  The  Civil  Defence  personnel  and  the  members  of  the  voluntary  organisa¬ 
tions  who  lent  their  aid  in  this  service  and  all  others  who  have  assisted  in  the  detraining  of  convoys 
during  the  War  years  are  deserving  of  congratulation  on  the  efficiency  with  which  the  arrange¬ 
ments  were  carried  out  upon  all  occasions.  The  cessation  of  hostilities  in  Europe  made  it  possible 
to  reduce  the  number  of  hospitals  in  the  City  which  were  designated  as  Emergency  Hospitals  and 
Lodge  Moor  Hospital  and  King  Edward  VII  Hospital  were  withdrawn  from  the  hst  on  30th 
September,  1945.  In  the  later  months  of  the  year,  too,  there  were  considerable  reductions  in  the 
numbers  of  beds  reserved  for  service  patients  at  the  City  General  Hospital  and  at  the  V oluntary 
Hospitals. 
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Tlie  necessity  for  making  extensions  to  the  municipal  maternity  hospitals  w^as  recognised 
before  the  outbreak  of  War,  but  with  the  commencement  of  hostilities  all  building  schemes  which 
were  under  contemplation  had  to  be  abandoned.  Demands  upon  the  accommodation  at  these 
hospitals,  however,  have  increased  constantly  during  the  War  years  and  as  soon  as  was  practicable 
at  the  end  of  the  War  it  was  decided  to  proceed  with  the  policy  of  increasing  this  accommodation. 
In  August,  1945,  a  scheme  was  inaugurated  for  converting  one  of  the  blocks  of  Nether  Edge 
Hospital  into  a  modern  Maternity  Unit.  The  block  which  was  selected  is  of  recent  design  and 
it  had  been  specially  constructed  to  accommodate  children.  In  addition  to  adapting  this  block 
for  maternity  cases  it  is  proposed  to  build  an  extension  to  it  so  as  to  provide  labour  wards  and 
pre-labour  wards  which  will  be  planned  and  equipped  upon  the  most  modern  hnes.  The  scheme 
will  add  a  complement  of  40  lying-in  beds  to  the  accommodation  of  the  Municipal  Maternity 
Hospitals  and  will  relieve  the  pressure  upon  these  hospitals  appreciably.  A  Thoracic  Surgical 
Unit  was  set  up  at  the  City  General  Hospital  during  the  year.  This  new  unit  was  instituted 
upon  a  regional  basis  in  collaboration  with  the  Voluntary  Hospitals.  It  provides  skilled  surgical 
treatment,  when  this  form  of  treatment  is  indicated,  not  only  for  Tuberculosis  of  the  Lungs  but 
for  other  forms  of  chest  diseases.  This  unit  is  available  to  all  Sheffield  residents  as  well  as  those 
of  a  considerable  area  aroimd  the  City. 

I  have  referred  more  than  once  in  these  Reports  to  the  increase  in  the  attendances  at  the 
Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Centres  in  the  past  few  years  and  to  the  high  level  which  they  have 
reached.  The  attendances  at  the  Ante-Natal  and  Infant  Clinics  at  these  Centres  in  the  year 
1945  have  quite  maintained  the  average  of  the  War  years.

The  17  Wartime  Nurseries  which  are  estabhshecl  in  the  City,  providing  accommodation  for 
a  total  of  approximately  700  children  daily,  were  again  put  to  good  use  during  the  year.  The 
increase  in  the  daily  averages  of  the  number  of  children  in  these  nurseries,  upon  which  I  remarked 
in  my  last  Report,  was  maintained  in  the  year  1945.  There  is  no  doubt  that  since  its  inception 
this  service  has  proved  both  to  the  advantage  of  the  working  mothers  and  to  the  benefit  of  the 
young  children,  who  are  cared  for  at  the  Nurseries  whilst  the  mothers  are  away  at  their  places 
of  employment. 

Information  will  be  found  within  this  Report  in  regard  to  the  service  of  Home  Helps  which 
was  set  up  in  the  City  at  the  beginning  of  the  year  1945.  This  service  has  already  demonstrated 
its  value  in  affording  help  with  the  household  duties,  on  occasions  when  it  has  been  found  that 
there  has  been  especial  need  of  such  help,  in  numbers  of  cases  such  as  those  of  confinements  or  of 
sickness  or  old  age  or  infirmity. 

An  important  feature  of  the  year  was  the  setting  up  of  a  Mass  Radiography  Unit  in  the 
City  as  part  of  a  measure  throughout  the  country  to  assist  in  the  earher  diagnosis  of  Pulmonary 
Tuberculosis  and  other  chest  conditions.  Centrally  situated  premises  were  acquired  in  Ellin 
Street  and  were  specially  adapted  as  a  Radiography  Centre.  A  set  of  equipment  for  miniature 
radiography,  made  to  a  new  and  improved  specification  drawn  up  by  a  Technical  Committee  of 
the  Medical  Research  Council,  was  installed  at  the  Centre.  All  necessary  apparatus  and  appliances 
were  obtained  and  a  medical  officer  with  special  quahfications  was  appointed,  together  with  the 
necessary  technical  and  clerical  staff.  The  staff  underwent  special  training  in  Mass  Radiography 
and  the  unit  began  to  function  in  June,  1945.  It  was  well  received  by  the  general  public  and 
every  fa^cihty  was  given  by  the  employers  in  the  City  to  those  wishing  to  avail  themselves  of  this 
service  and  attend  at  the  Centre  for  examination.  The  Unit  may  be  moved  to  the  large  works  on 
request  and  also  serves  an  area  outside  Sheffield.  In  the  mitial  months  of  the  working  of  the 
scheme,  until  the  end  of  the  year,  a  total  of  12,793  persons  were  examined. 

There  have  been  many  activities  in  the  Pubhc  Health  Services  in  the  year  1945,  as  indeed 
throughout  the  course  of  the  years  of  the  War,  and  I  desire  to  acknowledge  to  the  members  of 
the  staff  how  much  I  have  appreciated  their  loyal  assistance  in  aU  the  tasks  that  have  had  to  be 
undertaken. 

Finally,  I  wish  to  place  on  record  my  thanks  to  you,  Mr.  Chairman,  and  to  the  members  of 
the  Health  Committee  for  your  support  which  has  been  extended  to  me  upon  all  occasions.

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VITAL  STATISTICS. 


Special  Features. — The  birth  rate  of  18-1  per  1,000  for  the  year  1945,  although  it  again 
exceeded  that  of  England  and  Wales,  receded  somewhat  from  the  previous  year’s  rate  which 
was  the  highest  on  record  since  the  year  1921.  The  general  death  rate  of  12-5  per  1,000  was 
identical  with  the  1944  rate  and  again  rather  higher  than  the  England  and  Wales  rate. 

The  Infant  Mortality  rate  of  46  per  1,000  live  births,  which  was  the  same  as  the  England 
and  Wales  rate,  represented  an  increase  from  the  previous  year  when  a  new  low  record  for  the 
City  was  created.  This  rate,  however,  remains  comparatively  very  low.  The  neo-natal  mortality 
rate  for  the  year  was  25  per  1,000  live  births,  which  was  somewhat  of  an  increase  from  the  year 
1944  when  the  rate  was  a  new  low  record  for  the  City. 

The  death  rate  from  Tuberculosis  of  the  Respiratory  System  was  0-561  per  1,000  which  was 
an  increase  from  the  year  1945  but  which,  apart  from  that  year’s  rate,  was  the  lowest  which  there 
has  been  since  1938,  the  year  of  the  City’s  record  low  rate.  The  death  rate  from  Other  Forms  of 
Tuberculosis  was  0-107  per  1,000  as  against  0-112  in  1944. 
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The  death  rate  of  children  under  two  years  of  age  from  Enteritis  and  Diarrhoea  .showed  an 
mcrease  from  the  1944  rate,  but  it  was  below  the  rate  for  England  and  Wales. 

There  was  a  considerable  increase  in  the  attack  rate  from  Measles  from  the  previous  year. 
There  were  five  deaths  from  Measles. 

There  were  no  deaths  in  the  Typhoid  and  Paratyphoid  Fevers  Group  during  the  year. 

The  attack  rate  from  Scarlet  Fever  decreased  appreciably  from  the  year  1944.  There 
were  no  deaths  from  Scarlet  Fever  in  1945. 

The  sickness  incidence  of  Diphtheria  was  again  less  pronounced  during  1945,  and  the 
mortahty  rate  also  decreased  perceptibly  from  the  1944  rate. 

There  was  a  noticeable  decrease  in  the  incidence  of  Whooping  Cough  and  the  death  rate 
was  also  lower  than  in  the  previous  year. 

The  incidence  rate  from  Cerebro-spinal  Fever  remained  at  the  figure  of  the  previous  year, 
but  there  was  a  rise  in  the  death  rate. 

The  maternal  mortahty  rate  was  1-35  per  1,000  total  (live  and  still)  births.  This  rate, 
although  a  higher  rate  than  that  of  the  year  before,  was  nevertheless  a  comparatively  low  rate 
and  was  again  below  that  of  England  and  Wales. 

Mortahty  from  Cancer  decreased  slightly  for  the  second  successive  year  and  the  rate  was 
again  below  the  England  and  Wales  rate. 

The  death  rates  from  Influenza  and  Pneumonia  both  showed  a  decrease  from  the  1944 
rates,  but  there  was  a  little  increase  in  the  Bronchitis  death  rate.  Collectively  the  death  rate  for 
this  group  of  respiratory  diseases  was  unchanged. 


Area. — The  total  area  of  the  City  at  31st  December,  1945,  was  39,587  acres. 

Population. — The  Registrar  General’s  estimate  of  the  civihan  population  of  the  City  for  the 
year  1945  was  476,360,  and  this  figure,  in  accordance  with  directions  of  the  Ministry  of  Health, 
is  employed  in  the  calculation  of  the  Birth  Rates  and  Death  Rates  in  this  Report. 

Marriages. — The  number  of  marriages  in  1945  was  4,953,  and  the  marriage  rate  (or  persons 
married  per  1,000  of  the  population)  was  20-8  as  against  16-3  per  1,000  in  1944.  The  1945  rate 
exceeded  the  England  and  Wales  rate,  which  was  18-6  per  1,000.  It  will  be  seen,  too,  from  the 
table  which  follows  that  the  average  Sheffield  rate  for  the  quinquennium,  1940  to  1944,  also 
exceeded  the  average  rate  of  England  and  Wales.

Live  Births, — There  were  9,038  live  births  registered  in.  the  City  in  1945,  and  after  making 
allowances  for  births  transferable  inwards  and  outwards  the  figure  of  net  live  births  is  8,629. 
The  birth  rate  was  18-1  per  1,000  of  the  population  as  against  a  rate  of  21-2  in  1944.  The 
England  and  Wales  rate  for  1945  was  16-1  per  1,000.  It  will  be  seen  from  the  statement  below 
that  the  birth  rate  of  the  City,  after  having  been  almost  continuously  on  the  increase  in  the  years 
from  1935  to  1944,  dechned  somewhat  in  the  year  1945.  The  rate  remained  higher  than  the 
England  and  Wales  rate,  however,  and  higher  than  the  average  City  rate  of  the  previous  ten  years.

1945,  after  making  allowance  for  transfer- 

able  births,  numbered  251  and  gave  a  rate  of  0-53  per  1,000  of  the  population,  as  against  a  rate 

of  0'61  for  1944.  The  1945  rate  for  England  and  Wales  was  0-46.  The  still  births  of  the  City 

in  1945  also  represent  a  rate  of  28  per  1,000  total  (hve  and  stUl)  births,  which  was  the  same  as  the 

rate  for  1944. 

Deaths. — There  were  6,301  deaths  registered  in  the  City  in  1945  and  the  transferable  deaths 

numbered  223  inwards  and  556  outwards.  Net  deaths  allocated  to  the  City  therefore  totalled 

5,968,  of  which  3,207  were  males  and  2,761  females. 

The  death  rate  from  all  causes  was  12-5 

per  1,000  of  the  population.  This  rate. 

as  is  shown  in  the  statement  below,  is  identical  with  the 

1944  rate  and  is  slightly  lower  than  the  average  rate  for  the  decade  1935-1944.  It  is  above  the 

1945  rate  for  England  and  Wales  of  11

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Small-Pox. — ^There  were  no  cases  of  Small-Pox  notified  during  the  year. 

Measles. — There  were  7,278  cases  of  Measles  notified  during  the  year,  and  the  attack  rate 
was  15-28  per  1,000  of  the  population  as  against  2-39  per  1,000  in  1944.  Admissions  to  Municipal 
Hospitals,  as  classified  after  certain  cases  had  been  re-diagnosed  in  hospital,  numbered  228. 

There  were  five  deaths  and  the  death  rate  was  0-010  per  1,000  of  the  population  as  against 
0-002  in  1944.  The  average  annual  rate  for  the  five  years,  1940-1944,  w^as  0-017. 

Scarlet  Fever. — 1,008  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever  were  notified  during  the  year  and  admissions 
to  Municipal  Hospitals,  as  classified  after  certain  cases  had  been  re-diagnosed  in  hospital, 
numbered  719.  The  attack  rate  was  2-12  per  1,000  of  the  population  as  against  3-34  for  1944, 
and  an  average  rate  of  3-63  for  the  quinquennium  1940-1944.  There  was  no  death  from  Scarlet 
Fever  in  1945.  In  the  year  1944  there  was  one  death  and  a  death  rate  of  0-002  per  1,000  of  the 
population.  The  average  annual  rate  for  the  City  for  the  quinquennium  1940-1944  was  0-002. 

Diphtheria. — 279  cases  of  Diphtheria  were  notified  in  1945  and  admissions  to  Municipal 
Hospitals,  as  classified  after  certain  cases  had  been  re-diagnosed  in  hospital,  numbered  260. 
The  attack  rate  was  0-59  per  1,000  of  the  population,  which  has  to  be  compared  with  a  rate  of 
0-97  for  1944  and  an  average  rate  of  1-99  for  the  quinquennium  1940-1944.  There  were  eight 
deaths  from  Diphtheria  in  the  year  1945,  and  the  death  rate  was  0-017  per  1,000  of  the  population, 
which  compares  with  0-02  for  England  and  Wales.  The  rate  for  the  City  for  1944  was  0-032 
and  for  the  quinquennium  1940-1944  it  was  0-069  as  against  0-046  for  England  and  Wales. 

Whooping  Cough. — 361  notifications  of  Whooping  Cough  were  received  in  the  year  1945, 
and  the  attack  rate  was  0-76  per  1,000  of  the  population  as  against  1-29  in  1944.  There  were 
seven  deaths  and  the  death  rate  was  0-015  per  1,000  of  the  population.  In  the  year  1944  there 
were  nine  deaths,  and  a  death  rate  of  0-019  per  1,000.  The  average  death  rate  for  the  quinquen¬ 
nium  1940-1944  was  0-028. 

Typhoid  and  Paratyphoid  Fevers.— There  were  two  cases  under  the  heading  of  Typhoid  and 
Paratyphoid  Fevers  notified  during  the  year  1945.  Both  were  Typhoid  Fever.  There  were  no 
deaths  under  this  heading.  In  1944  there  were  four  cases  notified  (3  Typhoid  and  1  Paratyphoid) 
and  no  deaths. 

Enteritis  and  Diarrhoea  under  Two  Years  of  Age. — Mortality  from  this  group  of  diseases, 
stated  per  1,000  live  births,  was  5-10  in  1945  as  compared  with  5-6  for  England  and  Wales. 
The  rate  for  1944  was  3-57  as  against  4-8  for  England  and  Wales. 

Cerebro-spinal  Fever. — There  were  26  cases  of  Cerebro- spinal  Fever  notified  in  1945,  as 
agamst  23  cases  in  1944.  The  attack  rate  was  0-05  per  1,000  of  the  population,  comparing  with 
a  similar  rate  of  0-05  for  1944  and  an  average  rate  for  the  five  years  1940  to  1944  of  0-27.  There 
were  eight  deaths,  as  agamst  two  deaths  in  1944  and  the  death  rate  was  0-017  per  1,000  of  the 
population,  as  against  0-004  in  1944  and  an  average  death  rate  for  the  quinquennium  1940  to 
1944  of  0-064  per  1,000. 

Acute  Poliomyelitis  and  Polioencephalitis. — Three  cases  in  this  group  of  diseases  were  notified 
in  1945,  and  one  death  occurred.  There  were  three  cases  notified  in  1944  and  no  deaths. 

Encephalitis  Lethargica.— Two  cases  of  EncephaUtis  Lethargica  were  notified  during  the  year 
and  there  were  ten  deaths  under  this  heading,  a  large  proportion  of  them  from  sequelae  of  this 
disease.  One  case  was  notified  in  1944,  and  there  were  seven  deaths  under  the  heading. 

Dysentery. — 222  cases  of  Dysentery,  the  majority  of  them  being  of  the  Sonne  type,  were 
notified  during  the  year.  There  were  two  deaths.  In  1944  there  were  118  cases  and  one  death. 

Malaria. — Six  cases  of  Malaria  were  notified  during  the  year.  In  1944  there  were  nine  cases 
notified.  Invariably,  in  these  cases  of  Malaria,  the  disease  is  contracted  abroad. 

Food  Poisoning. — Three  cases  of  Food  Poisoning  were  notified  during  1945.  There  was  no 
death  from  this  cause.  In  1944  there  were  nine  notifications  and  one  death. 

Influenza. — ^The  Influenza  death  rate  was  0-063  per  1,000  as  against  0-08  for  England  and 
Wales,  the  corresponding  1944  figures  being  0-108  and  0-12  respectively.  The  average  City 
rate  for  the  five  years  1940-1944  was  0-164  per  1,000. 
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Pneumonia. — The  Pneumonia  incidence  rate  was  3 '53  per  1,000  of  the  population,  as  against 
3-38  per  1,000  in  1944.  1,682  cases  were  notified  in  1945  and  there  were  583  treated  in  the  City 

General  Hospital  and  225  in  the  City  Fever  Hospital,  an  aggregate  of  808  which  represents 
48  per  cent  of  the  cases.  A  total  of  270  persons  died  from  Pneumonia  during  the  year — 173 
males  and  97  females — and  the  death  rate  was  0-567  per  1,000  of  the  population.  There  were 
287  deaths  from  Pneumonia  in  the  year  1944  and  the  death  rate  was  0-605  per  1,000.  The 
average  death  rate  for  the  five  years  1940  to  1944  was  0  -  794  per  1,000.  Home  cases  of  Pneumonia 
requiring  nursing  attention  are  visited  by  nurses  of  the  Queen  Victoria  District  Nursing  Associa¬ 
tion  under  arrangements  made  by  the  Health  Committee. 

Bronchitis. — There  were  402  deaths  from  Bronchitis  during  the  year  as  compared  with  361 
deaths  in  1944.  The  death  rate  was  0-844  per  1,000  of  the  population,  which  corresponds  to  a 
rate  of  0-761  for  the  year  1944.  The  average  City  rate  for  the  five  years  1940-1944  was  0-976 
per  1,000. 

Cancer. — A  total  of  872  persons,  466  males  and  406  females,  died  from  Cancer  in  the  year 
1945.  The  death  rate  was  1-831  per  1,000  of  the  population,  as  against  1-868  in  1944. 

Below  is  a  table  which  gives  details  of  deaths  of  Sheffield  residents  from  Cancer  in  the 
period  1940  to  1945  and  a  comparison  of  the  Sheffield  death  rate  with  that  of  England  and  Wales. 
It  will  be  seen  that  Sheffield’s  rate  is  consistently  the  lower  one  excepting  in  the  year  1942,  when 
the  two  rates  were  equal.

So  far  as  radium  treatment  and  Deep  X-Ray  Therapy  for  Cancer  is  concerned  there  is  a 
completely  equipped  National  Centre  for  Radiotherapy  estabhshed  in  the  City,  governed  by  a 
Committee  consisting  of  representatives  from  the  Sheffield  University,  the  four  Voluntary 
Hospitals  and  the  Health  Committee  of  the  Sheffield  Corporation.  From  this  Centre  are  provided 
all  forms  of  Radium  treatment  and  Deep  X-Ray  Therapy,  not  only  for  Sheffield  residents  but  also 
for  cases  from  a  number  of  surrounding  districts  within  practicable  reach  of  Sheffield. 

The  Medical  Director  of  the  Centre  has  entire  control  of  all  radiological  treatment  and  has  the 
assistance  of  a  staff  of  whole-time  medical  officers.  This  medical  staff  works  in  the  closest 
co-operation  with  the  four  principal  Voluntary  Hospitals  and  the  Municipal  General  Hospital. 
The  Radium  treatment  is  administered  at  the  Sheffield  Royal  Infirmary  or  the  Jessop  Hospital 
and  in  all  cases  is  given  in  collaboration  with  the  Medical  Director  of  the  Radiotherapy  Centre. 
For  Deep  X-Ray  Therapy,  patieiats  are  conveyed  from  the  hospitals  to  the  Radiotherapy  Centre. 
The  Centre  also  provides  Radium  treatment  and  Deep  X-Ray  Therapy  for  Nursing  Homes’ 
patients  and  for  the  patients  of  private  medical  practitioners. 

The  records  of  the  Centre  in  regard  to  Radium  Treatment  and  Deep  X-Ray  Therapy,  so  far 
as  they  concern  Sheffield  residents,  show  that  there  were  478  patients  who  received  one  or  more 
of  these  forms  of  treatment  in  the  year  1945,  as  compared  with  539  in  the  year  1944. 

Every  possible  measure  has  been  taken  in  Sheffield  to  assist  the  medical  practitioner  in  the 
matter  of  the  diagnosis  of  Cancer.  At  any  time  when  a  doctor  has  reason  to  suspect  the  presence 
of  this  disease  he  may  refer  his  case  to  a  Voluntary  Hospital  or  to  the  Municipal  General  Hospital, 
where  the  services  of  a  specialist  are  at  once  available  and  where  all  the  facihties  of  the  hospital 
and  of  the  Radiotherapy  Centre  are  at  the  disposal  of  the  patient.

Tuberculosis. — There  were  665  notifications  of  Tuberculosis  of  the  Respiratory  System  in 
1945,  and  the  incidence  rate  was  1-40  per  1,000  of  the  population  as  against  1-47  per  1,000  in 
1944.  There  were  122  notifications  of  Other  Forms  of  Tuberculosis,  giving  an  incidence  rate 
of  0-26  per  1,000  which  corresponds  with  a  rate  of  0’23  per  1,000  for  1944. 

Deaths  from  Tuberculosis  of  the  Respiratory  System  numbered  267,  of  whom  170  were 
males  and  97  females.  The  death  rate  per  1,000  of  the  population  was  0’561.  This  figure 
compares  with  a  rate  of  O’ 523  in  1944,  an  average  rate  of  0-626  for  the  five  years  1940  to  1944 
and  an  England  and  Wales  rate  for  1945  of  O’ 519  per  1,000. 

There  were  51  deaths  from  Other  Forms  of  Tuberculosis,  27  of  males,  and  24  of  females. 
The  death  rate  was  0-107  per  1,000  of  the  population,  as  against  a  rate  for  1944  of  0-112  per 
1,000,  an  average  rate  of  0-109  for  the  five  years  1940  to  1944  and  an  England  and  Wales  rate 
of  0-100  for  the  year  1945.

Infant  Mortality. — There  were  397  deaths  of  Infants  under  one  year  of  age  in  1945,  as 
compared  with  412  in  1944.  The  infant  mortality  rate  of  41  per  1,000  live  births  in  1944,  which 
was  a  low  record  for  the  City,  rose  to  46  per  1,000  in  1945.  This  rate,  however,  is  a  very  low  one. 
The  England  and  Wales  rate  for  1945  was  also  46  per  1,000. 


In  the  table  which  follows  are  given  the  infant  mortahty  rates  for  Sheffield  and  for  England 
and  Wales  during  the  past  20  years.  It  will  be  noted  that  prior  to  the  year  1933  the  Sheffield 
rate  was  consistently  higher  than  the  England  and  Wales  rate.  In  1933  the  City  rate  fell  below 
that  of  England  and  Wales  and  has  since  only  exceeded  it  in  the  two  years  1941  and  1943.

Neo-Natal  Mortality. — Deaths  of  infants  occurring  within  the  first  four  weeks  of  hfe  numbered 
215  in  the  year  1945,  giving  a  neo-natal  mortality  rate  of  25  per  1 ,000  live  births.  The  rate  for  the 
year  1944  was  22  per  1,000.  The  neo-natal  deaths  in  1945  comprise  50  per  cent  of  the  total 
deaths  of  children  under  one  year  of  age  as  against  55  per  cent  in  1944. 

Pregnancy,  Child  Birth  and  the  Puerperal  State. — There  were  179  cases  of  Puerperal  Pyrexia 
notified  during  the  year  1945  and  the  incidence  rate,  calculated  per  1,000  total  (live  and  still) 
births,  was  20-16  as  against  a  rate  of  18-34  in  1944. 

There  were  twelve  maternal  deaths  during  the  year  1945,  as  compared  with  nine  in  1944. 
The  death  rate  from  Puerperal  Sepsis  w^as  0-34  per  1,000  total  (live  and  still)  births,  as  against 
0-19  per  1,000  in  1944  and  an  average  rate  for  the  five  years  1940  to  1944  of  0-23.  The  1945 
England  and  Wales  death  rate  for  Sepsis  was  0-24.  The  total  maternal  mortality  rate  of  the 
City,  which  was  0-87  per  1,000  total  (live  and  still)  births  in  1944,  rose  to  1-35  per  1,000  in  1945, 
in  which  year  the  corresponding  England  and  Wales  rate  was  1  -  46  per  1 ,000.  The  average  Sheffield 
rate  for  the  period  1940  to  1944  was  1-16.  The  table  which  follows  gives  for  recent  years  the  total 
maternal  deaths  in  Sheffield,  the  Puerperal  Pyrexia  incidence  rates  of  the  City,  the  death  rates 
of  the  City  from  Puerperal  Sepsis  and  from  other  maternal  causes  and  also  comparative  figures 
of  the  total  maternal  mortality  rates  of  Sheffield  and  of  England  and  Wales.  It  should  be  stated 
that  prior  to  the  year  1940  all  deaths  from  abortion,  apart  from  crhninal  abortion,  were  included 
in  the  total  deaths  upon  which  the  maternal  mortality  rate  was  calculated.  Commencing  with 
the  year  1940  such  deaths  are  disregarded  in  calculating  the  rate.

Causes  of  Death. — In  Table  VIII  on  page  14  are  given  particulars  of  the  number  of  deaths 
of  Sheffield  residents  in  the  year  1945,  classified  according  to  disease,  sex  and  age  period.  It 
should  be  stated  that  commencing  with  deaths  registered  in  the  year  1940  the  clas.sification  of 
causes  of  death  is  that  prescribed  in  the  International  List  (fifth  revision  1938),  which  replaces 
the  fourth  revision  of  1929.  This  change  in  classification  has  lessened  the  value,  as  regards 
certain  causes  of  death,  of  the  comparisons  which  are  made  of  death  rates  prior  to  the  year  1940 
with  those  of  subsequent  years. 

Population  and  Birth  Rates  and  Death  Rates  in  Past  Years.— Table  IX  on  page  15  gives 
information  in  regard  to  the  population  of  the  City  in  1945  and  past  years  ;  also  the  numbers  of 
births  and  deaths  in  the  City  and  the  birth  rates  and  death  rates  of  Sheffield  and  of  England 
and  Wales  in  those  years. 
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Registration  Sub-Districts  and  Municipal  Wards. — Under  the  Births  and  Deaths  Registration 
Scheme  of  the  Sheffield  City  Council,  which  came  into  operation  on  1st  April,  1935,  the  City  is 
divided  into  six  Registration  Sub-Districts  each  comprising  two,  three  or  five  Municipal  Wards 
as  follows  Sheffield  North  (Neepsend  and  Firth  Park  Wards)  ;  Sheffield  Central  (St.  Peter’s, 
Sharrow  and  Broomhill  Wards)  ;  Sheffield  South-West  (Woodseats,  Nether  Edge,  Hallam, 
Ecclesall  and  Norton  Wards)  ;  Sheffield  North-East  (Brightside,  Burngreave,  Attercliffe,  Tinsley 
and  Darnall  Wards)  ;  Sheffield  North-West  (Hillsborough,  Owlerton,  Walkley,  Crookesmoor 
and  St.  Philip’s  Wards)  ;  and  Sheffield  East  (Park,  Manor,  Heeley,  Handsworth  and  Moor 
Wards).

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HOSPITALS  SERVICES. 


Convoys  of  service  patients  continued  to  arrive  in  the  City  until 
August,  1945,  for  admission  to  the  Emergency  Hospitals. 

Resulting  upon  the  cessation  of  hostilities  in  Europe  a  reduction  was 
made  in  the  number  of  hospitals  which  were  designated  as  Emergency 
Hospitals,  Lodge  Moor  Hospital  and  King  Edward  VII  Hospital  being 
withdrawn  from  the  list  on  30th  September,  1945.  Considerable  reductions 
were  made  in  the  later  months  of  the  year,  too,  in  the  number  of  beds  reserved 
for  service  patients  at  the  City  General  Hospital  and  the  Voluntary  Hospitals. 

Numbers  of  service  sick  cases  from  local  umts  continued  to  be  admitted  to 
the  Municipal  Hospitals  throughout  the  whole  of  the  year,  and  there  was 
again  an  increased  demand  upon  the  accommodation  for  civilian  medical  and 
surgical  patients  at  the  City  General  Hospital  and  also  upon  the  maternity 
beds  both  at  this  hospital  and  at  Nether  Edge  Maternity  Hospital. 

A  new  Chest  Unit  was  instituted  at  the  City  General  Hospital  during 
the  year.  This  Unit  is  a  centre  for  the  surgical  treatment  of  diseases  of  the 
chest,  not  only  for  Sheffield  residents  but  also  for  an  area  around  the  City. 

It  is  worthy  of  comment  that  a  Venereal  Disease  Clinic  was  opened  in 
the  Medical  Out-Patient  Department  of  the  City  General  Hospital  in  August, 
1945.  As  from  1st  January,  1946,  this  clinic  was  approved  by  the  Minister 
of  Health  as  a  Treatment  Centre  under  the  Public  Health  (Venereal  Disease) 
Regulations,  1916.  Arrangements  were  also  made  during  the  year  to  give 
Penicillin  treatment  of  Syphilis  in  the  Medical  Wards  of  the  City  General 
Hospital  to  certain  cases  which  were  referred  for  this  treatment  from  the 
Venereal  Disease  Treatment  Centres. 

Detailed  information  with  regard  to  the  administration  of  the  several 
Municipal  Hospitals  during  the  year  1945  is  to  be  found  in  the  Reports  of 
the  Medical  Superintendents  upon  the  work  of  the  particidar  hospitals,  which 
follow  in  this  Annual  Report  under  their  several  headings.

At  the  Slst  December,  1945,  Lodge  Moor  Hospital  had  a  normal  complement  of  508  beds 
for  the  treatment  of  Infectious  Diseases.  Of  this  number  100  beds  were  reserved  for  Service 
cases  until  30th  September,  1945,  when  the  designation  of  the  hospital  as  an  Emergency  Hospital 
was  formally  withdrawn. 

The  table  below  gives  the  classification  of  the  cases  of  infectious  and  other  diseases  treated 
in  1945,  and  certain  particulars  regarding  deaths.  Imported  cases  to  which  there  is  a  reference 
hi  the  table  are  cases  admitted  from  outside  the  City  by  arrangement  with  the  Local  Authorities 
of  neighbouring  areas.  A  daily  charge  is  made  in  respect  of  the  maintenance  of  these  patients.

Scarlet  Fever. — ^There  were  819  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever  admitted  to  the  hospital  in  the  year 
1945,  and  there  were  no  deaths.  Admissions  in  the  year  1944  were  1,285  when  there  were  no 
deaths.  Particulars  are  given  below  of  the  various  complications  amongst  the  Scarlet  Fever 
cases  treated  durmg  the  year  1945.  As  regards  each  form  of  comphcation  the  percentage  figures 
are  proportions  of  the  total  number  of  Scarlet  Fever  cases  treated  in  the  hospital  in  the  year  : —

Diphtheria. — Admi8sion,s  of  Diphtheria  cases  in  the  year  1945  totalled  502  as  against  684 
in  1944.  There  were  seven  deaths  and  the  death  rate  per  cent  of  the  269  cases  treated  to  a 
conclusion  was  2  •  60.  The  comparable  death  rate  for  1944  was  3  •  31 .  Tracheotomy  was  performed 
in  five  cases  of  which  two  died,  and  intubation  was  performed  in  four  cases  of  which  one  died. 

Of  the  269  cases  treated  to  a  conclusion  in  the  year  there  were  190  chnical  cases  and  79 
bacteriological  cases,  and  of  this  number  there  were  39  which  proved  to  be  virulent  and  40 
avirulent.  The  seven  deaths  amongst  the  190  clinical  cases  produced  a  death  rate  of  3-68 
per  cent.

Bacteriological  Examinations.— Routine  bacteriological  work  was  done  by  the  Resident 
Medical  staff  of  the  hospital  and  the  media  on  which  organisms  were  grown  were  prepared  in  the 
hospital  laboratory.  Virulence  and  typing  of  Diphtheria  was  carried  out  on  behalf  of  the  hospital 
at  the  Bacteriology  Department  of  the  Sheffield  University. 

Return  Cases  of  Scarlet  Fever  and  Diphtheria.— These  are  cases  admitted  to  the  hospital 
having  contracted  the  disease  at  home  whilst  in  contact  with  a  patient  who  has  been  discharged 
after  treatment  in  hospital.  Infection  within  28  days  is  the  normal  period  of  recognition  of  an 
admission  as  a  Return  Case.  The  records  show  that  of  the  749  cases  who  had  been  treated  for 
Scarlet  Fever  and  discharged  from  hospital  during  the  year,  there  were  only  16  cases  admitted 
which  were  definitely  recognised  as  Return  Cases  ;  as  regards  Diphtheria  there  were  262  cases 
discharged  and  there  was  no  definite  Return  Case. 

Re-diagnosis  in  Hospital. — The  table  which  follows  gives  information  over  the  whole  range 
of  infectious  and  other  diseases  as  to  the  re-diagnosis  which  was  made  of  these  cases  after  they 
were  admitted  to  hospital.  The  table  sets  out  the  number  of  cases  admitted  under  each  disease 
heading  in  the  year  1945  and  gives  a  classification  of  the  disease  headings  under  which  they  fall 
after  re-diagnosis.

The  complement  of  beds  at  this  hospital  at  31st  December,  1945  totalled  1,031,  and  consisted 
of  an  aggregate  of  540  medical  or  surgical  beds,  128  Maternity  (lying-in)  beds  with  108  cots,  24 
ante-natal  beds,  171  children’s  beds,  and  60  beds  for  Service  cases.  The  number  of  patients 
admitted  to  the  hospital  in  the  year  1945  and  the  total  number  treated  are  shown  in  Table  XIV 
below  ;  the  munber  of  discharges  and  deaths  and  the  number  remaining  in  hospital  at  the  end 
of  the  year  are  shown  in  Table  XV.

The  total  admissions  and  births  during  the  year  was  11,569,  an  increase  of  219  on  the  previous 
year.  This  figure  is  the  highest  ever  recorded  in  the  Hospital.  There  was  an  increase  of  227 
in  the  number  of  cases  admitted  from  home  addresses.  The  men  in  this  category  show  a  decrease 
of  918,  the  women  an  increase  of  536,  and  the  children  an  increase  of  609.  The  increase  in  the 
number  of  births  was  41. 

The  average  daily  number  under  treatment  was  562,  an  increase  of  44  as  compared  with 
the  previous  year.  The  highest  daily  number  in  hospital  was  728  on  March  22nd,  and  the  lowest 
457  on  August  21st.  The  average  duration  of  treatment  was  16-96  days  as  against  16-70  in 
1944,  an  increase  of  0-26  days. 

The  work  of  the  hospital  has  continued  to  grow.  There  was  still  a  shortage  of  medical  staff 
during  the  greater  part  of  the  year,  but  towards  the  end  of  the  year  the  position  became  a  little 
easier.  Once  again  there  was  an  increase  in  the  work  of  the  Maternity  Department  but  there 
was  a  great  falling  off  in  the  number  of  Pupil  Midwives  and  thus  the  work  of  this  department 
has  been  carried  on  imder  great  difficulties. 

The  amount  of  clerical  work  was  again  greater  than  we  have  ever  experienced  and  the 
shortage  of  clerks,  together  with  the  lack  of  experience  of  the  temporary  officers  replacing  those 
on  service,  has  made  the  work  of  the  Steward’s  department  extremely  difficult. 

Once  again  I  only  propose  to  submit  an  abridged  report  as  it  has  not  been  possible  to  prepare 
full  statistics. 
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The  table  which  follows  gives  a  classification  under  disease  groups  of  the  patients  who  were

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Medical  Department. 

There  was  a  general  increase  in  the  work  of  the  medical  side  of  the  hospital,  although  as 
before  only  cases  of  acute  sickness  were  admitted. 

The  number  of  acute  primary  pneumonias  treated  was  583  as  compared  with  o82  in  1944. 
The  mortality  figure  for  lobar  pneumonia  was  10-5  per  cent  and  for  broncho- pneumonia  17-0 
per  cent,  the  figure  for  both  types  of  pneumonia  being  14-1  per  cent,  the  same  as  the  previous 
year. 

The  following  is  an  extract  from  a  Report  by  Dr.  K.  J.  G.  Mihie,  the  Resident  Physician  : 

The  work  of  the  Medical  Department  continued  to  increase  in  the  year  1945  both  in  the 
Medical  Wards  and  in  the  Medical  Out-Patient  Department. 

All  acute  medical  cases  submitted  to  the  hospital  were  accepted,  and  full  treatment  and 
investigations  were  maintained  throughout  the  year.  The  beds  at  first  reserved  for  war  emergency 
cases  were  gradually  reclaimed  for  civihan  use,  and  at  the  end  of  the  year  only  30  medical  beds 
remained  earmarked  for  emergency. 

Occupational  therapy  which  was  commenced  during  the  previous  year  is  now  weU  established. 

The  special  investigation  undertaken  in  conjunction  Avith  the  staff  of  the  Medical  Research 
Council  on  cases  of  jaundice  and  rheumatoid  arthritis  was  concluded  during  the  year. 

Three  major  and  important  developments  occurred  during  the  year.  These  were  the  inaugur¬ 
ation  of  the  Psychiatric  Unit,  the  Endocrine  Clinic,  and  the  Venereal  Diseases  Clinic. 

Psychiatric  t/nii.— The  need  for  developing  the  treatment  of  psychosomatic  illnesses  has  been 
increasingly  pressing  during  the  past  few  years.  The  opportunity  arose  for  a  liaison  with 
the  South  Yorkshire  Mental  Hospital,  by  which  a  senior  psychiatrist  from  that  hospital 
was  seconded  for  duty  on  one  daj^  per  week  to  deal  with  cases  which  are  under  treatment 
at  the  City  General  Hospital.  Beds  were  provided  on  Blocks  13  (Female)  and  14  (Male), 
and  a  special  Psychiatric  consulting  room  was  provided.  All  cases  were  dealt  with  from 
both  physical  and  mental  aspects.  It  must  be  emphasised  that  the  particular  value  of 
this  new  unit  is  the  complete  co-operation  between  physician  and  psychiatrist ;  moreover, 
most  of  the  cases  are  admitted  to  the  general  medical  wards  in  the  first  place  as  ordinary 
medical  cases.  The  work  was  strengthened  by  the  addition  of  a  Psychologist  and  a 
Psychiatric  Social  Worker. 

Endocrine  Gimic.— The  treatment  of  thyroid  disease  by  thiourea  and  its  derivatives  was 
introduced  during  the  year.  Dr.  Andrew  Wilson  (Lecturer  in  Pharmacology  in  the 
University  of  Sheffield),  who  has  special  experience  in  the  treatment  of  endocrine  diseases, 
agreed  to  supervise  the  treatment  of  these  patients. 

Venereal  Disease  Clinic. — A  clinic  for  the  treatment  of  Venereal  Disease  was  opened  in  the 
Out-patient  Department  during  the  year.  Reference  to  this  clinic  ^vill  be  found  in  a 
separate  section  of  the  Report  of  this  hospital.  The  Medical  Section  m  particular  under¬ 
took  the  In-Patient  treatment  of  Syphilis  with  Penicillin  for  all  the  Venereal  Disease 
Treatment  Centres  in  Sheffield. 

The  Medical  Out-Patient  Department  has  shown  another  increase  in  the  number  of  patients 
seen  during  the  year.  1,071  patients  attended  in  the  year  ended  31st  March,  1946,  as  against 
932  in  the  previous  year. 

Diabetic  Clinic. — ^The  work  of  the  diabetic  clinic  has  continued  fuUy  in  all  aspects.  192 
patients  were  treated  in  the  year  1945-46  as  against  165  in  the  previous  year. 

Pernicious  Anaemia  Clinic.— -^5  patients  were  treated  in  the  year  1945-46  as  against  78  in 
the  previous  year.  Again,  the  work  carried  out  in  the  out-patient  treatment  of  pernicious 
anaemia  patients  enabled  these  patients  to  keep  fit  and  helped  to  prevent  relapses  and 
re-admission  to  the  wards. 


Gastric  Patients. — Patients  treated  at  the  Gastric  Clinic  in  the  year  1945-46  numbered  207 
as  against  162  in  the  year  1944-45. 

Immunisation  Clinic. — This  clinic  has  continued  to  function  throughout  the  year  although 
the  numbers  are  very  small. 

Children’s  Clinic. — This  clinic  is  especially  useful  in  caring  for  sick  children  after  their 
discharge  from  the  v'ards. 

The  appointment  system  has  continued  to  function  satisfactorily  since  its  inception  in  1934, 
when  the  medical  out-patient  clinics  were  first  started. 

Surgical  Department. 

The  following  is  an  extract  from  a  Report  by  Mr.  J.  T.  Chesterman,  the  Resident  Surgeon  : — 

The  steady  increase  in  the  work  of  the  Surgical  Department  of  the  hospital  has  been  main¬ 
tained,  nearly  700  more  operations  being  performed  in  the  in-patient  theatre  in  1945  than  in  the 
previous  year,  bringing  the  total  up  to  4,043  as  against  2,177  for  1939.  Beds  reserved  for  war 
emergency  cases  were  reduced  to  30  by  the  end  of  the  year. 

The  main  achievement  of  the  year  has  been  the  starting  of  a  Chest  Unit,  which  is  already 
recognised  as  the  centre  for  the  investigation  and  surgical  treatment  of  diseases  of  the  chest 
for  Sheffield  cases  and  also  for  cases  from  surroimding  areas.  This  Unit  is  the  outcome  of  the 
results  obtained  since  this  branch  of  surgery  was  started  here  in  1938,  and  in  1946  we  hope  to 
extend  the  scope  of  the  work  still  further. 

Penicillin  treatment  has  continued  to  fulfil  early  expectations  of  its  value  in  suitable  cases 
and  thanks  are  due  to  the  Pharmacy  Staff  for  their  care  in  the  exacting  task  of  dispensing  it. 

Finally,  the  foundations  are  being  laid  for  a  Gastric  Unit,  to  be  under  the  joint  control  of 
the  Medical  and  Surgical  Departments  of  the  hospital,  and  also  for  the  forming  of  a  Genito¬ 
urinary  Unit. 


The  total  number  of  operations  performed  in  the  Surgical  Department  in  the  year  1945  was 
4,546,  an  increase  of  367  over  the  year  1944.  Details  of  operations  are  given  in  summarised  form 
in  the  table  which  follows  : —

Children’s  Wards. 

The  number  of  children  treated  during  the  year,  including  children  born  in  the  hospital,  was 
4,348  as  against  3,688  in  1944,  an  increase  of  660. 

There  was  no  serious  epidemic  during  the  year  and  the  work  in  the  children’s  wards  was 
much  as  in  former  years. 
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Maternity  Department. 

The  following  is  an  extract  from  a  Report  by  Dr.  W.  J.  Clancy,  the  Obstetric  Officer 

2,018  women  were  confined  in  the  hospital  in  the  year  1945,  as  against  1,936  in  1944. 
There  were  1,812  of  these  which  were  booked  cases,  who  had  attended  the  ante-natal  chnic 
at  least  once,  and  206  emergency  cases.  1,043  of  the  confinements  were  primiparae  and 
975  multiparae.  There  were  1,894  live  births,  of  which  1,768  were  legitimate  and  126 
illegitimate.  115  of  the  labours  were  premature,  as  against  131  in  the  year  1944.  There 
were  39  instances  of  twins.  Three  women  died  who  were  treated  in  the  Maternity  Unit, 
two  being  booked  cases  and  one  an  emergency  case. 

There  were  103  still  births  in  the  hospital  in  1945,  as  against  92  in  1944,  and  81  deaths 
of  newly  born  children  in  the  maternity  wards  as  against  57  in  1944.  A  total  of  49 
children  required  to  be  artificially  fed  during  the  year  or  to  have  the  breast  milk  supple¬ 
mented.  There  were  91  notifications  of  puerperal  pyrexia  amongst  patients  treated  in 
the  hospital.  There  was  one  case  of  ophthalmia  neonatorum  but  no  cases  of  pemphigus. 

1,863  patients  attended  the  ante-natal  department  in  1945,  as  against  1,598  in  the  year 
1944,  and  the  total  number  of  attendances  was  14,060  as  against  12,199  in  1944.  The 
number  of  emergencies  was  206,  as  against  255  in  1944.  There  were  a  few  of  these  women 
who  had  simply  neglected  to  make  arrangements  for  their  confmement,  but  the  great 
majority  were  true  emergencies.  There  was  again  a  large  number  of  the  expectant  mothers 
who  attended  the  ante-natal  clinic  who  had  to  enter  the  hospital  as  in-patients  for  ante¬ 
natal  treatment  for  such  conditions  as  toxaemia,  pyelitis  and  debility  or  for  special 
examinations. 

Altogether  1,486  women  attended  at  the  Post-Natal  Clinic  in  1945,  as  against  1,096 
in  1944. 

The  emergency  unit,  which  comprises  medical  and  nursing  staff,  was  called  out  on 
13  occasions  during  the  year  to  the  homes  of  patients  who  were  seriously  ill  and  required 
speciahst  treatment.  All  the  cases  made  a  good  recovery.  They  were  all  admitted  to 
hospital  after  blood  transfusion. 

GYN..ECOLOGy. 

As  in  previous  years,  a  great  deal  of  the  surgery  amongst  women  occurs  under  this  headmg 
and  details  are  given  in  the  appropriate  sections  of  Tables  XM  and  XVIII. 

The  number  of  abortions  was  587  during  1945,  an  increase  of  23  from  1944.  During  the 
year  four  women  died  as  a  result  of  abortion,  an  increase  of  two  on  the  previous  year. 

Surgical  interference  was  necessary  in  495  cases,  an  increase  of  46  over  the  previous  year. 

Treatment  of  Venereal  Disease. 

A  Venereal  Disease  Chnic  was  opened  at  the  hospital  on  7th  August,  1945,  and  there  were  42 
persons  treated  at  this  clime  in  the  five  months  to  31st  December,  1945.  32  were  cases  of  Syphihs, 
four  cases  of  Gonorrhoea  and  six  other  conditions  or  undiagnosed. 

Three  cases  of  Gonorrhoea  and  47  cases  of  Syphilis  were  treated  as  in-patients  at  the  City 
General  Hospital  in  the  year  1945,  as  well  as  a  number  of  patients  admitted  for  other  diseases 
and  treated  for  Venereal  Diseases  whhst  in  hospital.  In  addition  there  were  39  pregnant  women 
treated  for  Syphihs  in  the  Maternity  Department. 

Commencing  on  16th  June,  1945,  arrangements  were  made  to  admit  into  the  medical  wards 
of  the  hospital  certain  patients  suffering  from  Syphihs  who  were  referred  from  the  Venereal 
Disease  Treatment  Centres  at  the  Voluntary  Hospitals  for  Penicilhn  treatment.  In  the  six 
months  to  3l8t  December,  1945,  there  were  41  patients  admitted  under  these  arrangements. 

1,441  Wasserman  Tests  and  187  Kahn  Tests  were  carried  out  in  the  hospital  during  the  yeai. 


Radiological  Department. 

13,680  skiagrams  were  taken  in  the  year  1945,  as  compared  with  14,623  in  1944,  and  8,001 
patients  were  examined  by  the  Medical  Staff  of  the  Radiological  Department  during  the  year 
as  against  7,822  in  1944.  Particulars  follow  of  skiagrams  taken  and  patients  examined  in  the 
past  three  years  : —

Physiotherapy  Department. 


Since  commencing  in  1944  this  Department  has  gradually  developed.  The  number  of  patients 
treated  has  increased  to  approximately  25  per  day.  The  majority  are  Orthopaedic  cases. 
Treatment  (Electrical,  Massage,  and  Exercises)  is  given  to  the  patients  in  the  Wards  and 
continued  when  they  become  out-patients.  Many  cases  attend  after  starting  work  until  they  are 
fully  rehabilitated. 

Classes  are  held  in  the  Department  each  day  ;  knee,  arm,  and  foot  classes  for  the  Orthopaedic 
cases,  and  breathing  classes  for  the  Asthma  and  Pneumonia  cases.  Surgical  chest  patients  have 
individual  treatment  both  before  and  after  operation.  Later  they  attend  classes  in  the 
Department. 

Treatment  is  also  given  to  cases  of  Rheumatism,  Heart  Disease,  and  Nerve  Injuries,  and  many 
other  types  of  case.

Pathological  Work. 

The  pathological  work  in  the  hospital  was  again  very  much  increased,  the  total  number  of 
investigations  being  12,733  as  against  11,000,  an  increase  of  1,733  from  last  year. 

This  figure  shows  the  work  done  in  our  own  laboratory,  but  does  not  take  into  account  the 
large  amount  of  bacteriological  and  pathological  work  done  at  the  University  for  this  hospital. 

Casualty  Department. 

New  patients  treated  in  the  Casualty  Department  in  the  year  1945  were  8,178,  an  increase 
of  591  from  the  previous  year. 

The  attendances  in  the  Out-Patient  Department  were  29,361,  an  increase  of  577  from  1944. 
This  figure  includes  attendances  at  the  Medical  and  Surgical  Out-Patient  and  Fracture  Clinics. 

There  were  503  operations  under  anaesthesia  in  the  Casualty  Department  during  the  year. 

Nursing  Staff. 

The  Prehminary  Nursing  School  still  continues  to  be  a  great  success.  There  are  always 
more  suitable  candidates  applying  than  we  can  possibly  take  and  at  the  end  of  the  year  there 
were  12  pupils  in  the  School. 

The  results  of  the  examinations,  both  of  the  General  Nursing  Council  and  of  the  Central 
Midwives  Board,  have  been  very  satisfactory.  Durmg  the  year,  36  candidates  passed  the 
examination  and  were  placed  on  the  register  of  the  Nursing  Council  and  56  nurses  passed  the 
examination  of  the  Central  Midwives  Board. 

Service  Cases. 

There  were  217  service  patients  admitted  to  the  Hospital  durmg  the  year 
from  overseas  and  the  remainder  were  either  sick  or  injured  from  local  units, 
were  158  prisoners-of-war  admitted  from  overseas. 

Air  Raid  Casualties. 

There  were  no  air  raid  casualties  admitted  to  the  hospital  in  the  year  1945. 

Hospital  Library  Service. 

This  service  has  been  continued  as  formerly,  and  gives  the  greatest  satisfaction  to  the  patients. 

I  wish  to  express  again  my  appreciation  of  the  services  rendered  to  the  hospital  by  the 
visiting  librarians.

Cots  ;  and  14  Ante-natal  beds.

MATERNITY  DEPARTMENT. 

968  women  were  admitted  to  Nether  Edge  Maternity  Hospital  in  the  year  1945,  as  against 
890  in  the  year  1944.  881  women  were  confined  in  the  hospital  (377  prumparae  and  504  multi- 

parae)  as  against  791  in  the  year  1944.  The  881  confinements  in  1945  resulted  in  the  foUowing 
types  of  dehvery  Vertex  838  ;  Breech  23 ;  and  Forceps  33, 

There  were  875  live  births  uTthe  year  1945,  as  against  778  in  1944  and  87  of  these  births 
were  premature  as  against  51  in  1944.  There  were  13  instances  of  twins,  as  against  eight 
instances  in  1944.  Stillbirths  totalled  14  (six  of  them  premature)  as  against  21  (including  six 
premature)  in  1944.  There  were  16  neo-natal  deaths  (eight  of  them  deaths  of  premature  babies), 
these  numbers  being  identical  with  those  of  the  year  1944. 

194  patients  were  admitted  to  the  hospital  for  ante-natal  treatment  during  the  year. 

There  were  17  notifications  of  Puerperal  Pyrexia  amongst  patients  treated  in  the  hospital, 
as  agamst  21  notifications  in  the  year  1944.  There  were  no  cases  of  Ophthalmia  Neonatorum 
or  of  Pemphigus.  There  was  one  maternal  death,  the  cause  being  concealed  ante-partum 
haemorrhage  due  to  toxaemia. 
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MATERNITY  AND  CHILD  WELFARE. 


In  the  administration  of  the  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Services  there  were  three  principal 
Municipal  clinics  at  31st  December,  1945,  these  being  the  City  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare 
Centre  at  Orchard  Place  and  the  Firth  Park  and  Manor  Centres.  At  the  end  of  the  year  there 
were  also  ten  subsidiary  Centres  located  at  suitable  points  so  that  as  far  as  was  practicable  they 
might  cover  the  extent  of  the  City.  There  was  also  an  ante-natal  clinic  and  a  post-natal  clinic 
at  the  City  General  Hospital. 

An  aggregate  of  8,544  women  attended  during  the  year  at  the  ante-natal  clinics  provided 
by  the  Council.  6,681  of  these  women  attended  at  the  clinics  at  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare 
Centres  and  1,863  at  the  City  General  Hospital.  This  compares  with  an  aggregate  of  9,154  women 
who  attended  at  these  clinics  in  the  year  1944.  There  were  also  2,414  women  who  attended 
during  the  year  at  the  ante-natal  clinic  at  the  Jessop  Hospital  for  Women,  a  voluntary  hospital, 
as  against  1,612  women  who  attended  this  clinic  in  1944. 

There  were  15,206  children  under  five  years  of  age  who  attended  the  various  Infant  Welfare 
Clinics  during  the  year  1945,  the  figure  for  1944  being  17,197. 

As  regards  the  Domiciliary  Midwifery  Service,  the  midwives  directly  employed  by  the  Council 
attended  a  total  of  2,226  confmernents  as  Midwives  and  747  as  Maternity  Nurses  in  the  year  1945, 
the  corresponding  figures  for  the  year  1944  being  3,145  and  1,175  respectively.  The  midwives 
engaged  by  the  Jessop  Hospital  for  Women,  of  whom  there  were  two  at  the  end  of  the  year 
although  the  normal  complement  is  three,  attended  under  arrangements  with  the  Council  105 
midwifery  cases  as  against  186  in  1944. 

NOTIFICATION  OF  BIRTHS. 

Compulsory  notification  of  births  is  a  requirement  under  the  Public  Health  Act,  1936. 
8,927  live  births  and  295  stillbirths,  making  a  total  of  9,222  births,  were  notified  in  the  year  1945.

Birth  Control  Clinic. — 9  new  cases  attended  the  Birth  Control  Clinic  during  the  year,  and  12 
attendances  were  made. 

Laboratory  Tests. — A  total  of  6,616  specimens  were  submitted  from  the  various  Maternity 
and  Child  Welfare  Centres  during  the  year  1945,  for  examination  at  the  Department  of  Bacteri¬ 
ology  at  the  Sheffield  University,  or  in  the  laboratory  at  Firth  Auxiliary  Hospital.  6,468  of  these 
were  specimens  sent  for  Wassermann  test.  37  of  these,  or  5-7  per  1,000,  were  positive  and 
arrangements  were  made  for  immediate  treatment. 

Maternity  Patients  and  Hospital  Treatment. — In  addition  to  patients  sent  to  the  City  General 
Hospital  and  Nether  Edge  Maternity  Hospital  for  ante-natal  treatment  when  necessary  and  for 
confinement,  49  patients  from  the  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Centre,  Orchard  Place,  were 
referred  to  other  clinics  and  hospitals  for  investigation  and  treatment.  There  were  also  197 
patients  from  Orchard  Place  who  received  dental  treatment  from  the  School  Chnic. 

Expectant  Mothers — Care  of  Children. — This  scheme,  which  commenced  in  November,  1935, 
provides  for  the  admission  of  young  children  to  the  Sheffield  Children’s  Homes  in  cases  where  there 
is  difficulty  in  making  other  arrangements  for  the  children  during  the  confinement  and  lying-in 
period  of  the  mother,  or  where  the  mother  has  to  be  admitted  to  hospital  for  ante-natal  treat¬ 
ment.  During  the  year  1945  there  were  67  children  from  30  families  admitted  to  the  Homes 
under  these  arrangements. 

Special  Certificates  for  Expectant  Mothers. — During  the  year  1945  the  supply  of  certificates 
to  enable  expectant  mothers  to  obtain  the  priorities  ration  book  was  continued.  In  addition 
pre-natal  allowance  application  forms  were  signed  at  the  Centre  to  enable  expectant  mothers, 
whose  husbands  were  serving  in  H.M.  Forces,  to  obtain  a  pre-natal  allowance  during  the  later 
months  of  pregnancy. 

In  November,  1944,  at  the  request  of  the  Ministry  of  Health,  distribution  of  dockets  author¬ 
ising  the  purchase  of  sheets  was  undertaken  for  expectant  mothers  having  their  confinements  at 
home.  In  such  cases  a  certificate  that  there  is  need  for  the  purchase  is  issued  by  the  Midwife. 
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INFANT  WELFARE  CLINICS. 

A  total  of  135,647  attendances  were  made  during  the  year  1945  at  the  Infant  Welfare  Clinics. 
103,317  of  these  were  made  at  Infant  Consultations  and  32,330  at  the  various  treatment  clinics.

Dried  Milk  and  Other  Foods. — At  Orchard  Place  Centre  (including  subsidiary  Centres), 
there  were  210,257  lbs.  of  di-ied  milk  and  other  foods  distributed  during  the  year  as  compared  with 
237,717  lbs.  in  1944.  At  Firth  Park  Centre,  in  addition,  there  were  40,203  lbs.  distributed  as 
against  45,479  lbs.  in  1944,  and  38,817  lbs.  were  distributed  from  Manor  Centre  as  compared 
with  36,120  lbs.  in  1944. 

National  Dried  Milk  and  Vitamins. — In  addition  to  the  usual  distribution  of  dried  milk  and 
other  foods  at  the  Maternity  and  Chdd  Welfare  Centres,  the  distribution  of  National  Dried  Milk 
and  Vitamins  to  young  children  is  undertaken  at  these  Centres  on  behalf  of  the  Ministry  of  Food. 
The  first  of  the  National  Dried  Milk  was  distributed  on  1st  September,  1940.  Distribution  of 
vitamins  was  commenced  on  8th  December,  1941,  as  regards  young  children,  being  extended 
to  expectant  mothers  on  1st  December,  1942,  and  the  distribution  of  Vitamin  A  and  D 
tablets  for  expectant  mothers  commenced  in  April  1943.  The  following  are  details  in  regard  to 
the  total  quantities  of  these  foods  which  were  distributed  at  the  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare 
Centres  in  the  years  1940  to  1945  : —

Minor  Ailments. — At  the  Minor  Ailments  Clinic  at  Orchard  Place  219  children  received 
treatment  and  made  251  attendances  ;  at  Firth  Park  420  children  received  treatment,  making 
a  total  of  2,311  attendances  and  at  Manor  Centre  414  children  received  treatment,  making  a 
total  of  762  attendances. 

TREATMENT  OF  RICKETS  AND  OTHER  0RTH0P.®DIC  CONDITIONS. 

King  Edward  VII  Hospital,  Rivelin. — During  1945  there  were  33  non- tuberculous  patients 
who  completed  treatment  in  King  Edward  VII  Hospital.  After  discharge  from  hospital,  aU 
children  with  non-tuberculous  orthopaedic  conditions  were  kept  under  supervision  and  given 
treatment  at  the  Orthopaedic  Treatment  Clinics  of  the  Child  Welfare  Centre. 

Orthopaedic  Consultation  Clinics. — These  Clinics  were  held  at  Orchard  Place  Centre 
throughout  the  year.  The  attendances  were  1,613  and  there  were  309  new  patients. 

Ultra  Violet  Light  Clinics. — Ultra  Violet  Light  Clinics  were  held  on  four  half-days  weekly 
at  Orchard  Place  throughout  the  year  for  children  attending  the  Orthopaedic  Consultations. 
The  attendances  of  Orthopaedic  cases  at  these  clinics  were  936,  and  there  were  11  new  cases 
during  the  year. 
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Orthopsedic  Treatment  Clinics. — These  clinics  were  held  at  Orchard  Place  on  four  half-days 
weekly  throughout  the  year  1945.  The  attendances  numbered  1,856.  227  patients  were  treated 
and  of  these  95  were  new  cases.  The  chnics  are  under  the  direction  of  the  Medical  Superintendent 
of  the  King  Edward  VII  Hospital,  and  a  fully  quahfied  masseuse  is  in  attendance.  All  patients 
are  kept  under  observation  in  their  homes  by  the  Health  Visitors,  and  are  also  seen  periodically 
by  the  Medical  Superintendent. 

OPHTHALMIA  NEONATORUM. 

There  were  14  notifications  of  Ophthalmia  Neonatorum  during  the  year  1945,  and  as  regards 
the  treatment  of  these  cases,  the  results  were  that  in  13  cases  the  vision  was  unimpaired  and 
that  one  patient  was  still  under  treatment  at  the  end  of  the  year. 


CHILD  LIFE  PROTECTION. 

Under  the  provisions  of  the  Public  Health  Act,  1936,  any  person  who  undertakes  for  reward 
the  nursing  and  maintenance  of  children  under  the  age  of  nine  years  must  give  notice  of  the 
fact  to  the  Local  Authority.  The  Health  Visitors  are  appointed  Child  Protection  Visitors  and 
in  this  capacity  made  169  visits  during  the  year  1945.

The  16  children  who  were  removed  from  the  Register  during  the  year  were  taken  off  for 
the  following  reasons  :  — Two  children  became  nine  years  of  age,  five  children  returned  to  the 
care  of  the  mother,  three  were  legally  adopted,  two  were  admitted  to  the  Sheffield  Children  s 
Homes,  one  was  admitted  to  St.  Agatha’s  Hostel,  two  left  Sheffield  and  one  child  died. 


DOMICILIARY  MIDWIFERY. 

Municipal  Midwifery  Service. — At  the  end  of  the  year  1945,  there  were  47  Domiciliary  Mid¬ 
wives  directly  employed  by  the  Council.  Patients  applying  for  the  services  of  Municipal  Midwives 
to  attend  in  the  capacity  of  midwife  are  encouraged  to  keep  under  supervision  at  the  ante-natal 
chnic  at  one  of  the  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Centres. 

Where  abnormalities  necessitating  hospital  treatment  arise  during  the  ante-natal  period, 
the  engagement  of  the  domicdiary  midwife  is  cancelled  and  arrangements  are  made  with  the 
patient  for  her  admission  to  a  bed  in  the  maternity  section  of  either  the  City  General  Hospital 
or  Nether  Edge  Hospital.

Welfare  Centres  during  the  year. 
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General  Domiciliary  Midwifery. — At  the  end  of  the  year  1945  there  were  69  trained  midwives, 
inclusive  of  Municipal  Midwives,  who  were  in  practice  in  Domiciliary  Midwifery  in  the  City. 
These  consisted  of  47  Municipal  Midwives,  two  Domiciliary  Midwives  engaged  by  the  Jessop 
Hospital  for  Women,  15  Midvdves  in  private  practice  and  five  in  the  service  of  Nursing 
Associations. 

There  were  880  cases  in  which  medical  aid  was  summoned  by  Midwives  during  the  year 
under  Section  14  (1)  of  the  Midwives  Act,  1918. 

MATERNITY  AND  NURSING  •  HOMES. 

There  were  no  applications  received  during  the  year  for  registration  of  new  premises  as 
Maternity  and  Nursing  Homes  in  the  City.  No  registrations  were  cancelled  during  the  year. 
There  are  four  premises,  these  being  Voluntary  Hospitals,  which  are  exempt  from  registration. 
No  exemptions,  other  than  these,  were  applied  for  during  the  year. 

There  were  15  Nursing  Homes  on  the  Register  at  the  31st  December,  1945. 

CARE  OF  ILLEGITIMATE  CHILDREN. 

The  special  care  of  illegitimate  children  is  the  responsibility  of  one  of  the  staff  of  Health 
Visitors  who  has  been  seconded  for  these  duties.  The  first  visit  to  each  illegitimate  birth  is  paid 
by  this  Visitor.  Where  the  babies  and  the  home  conditions  are  satisfactory,  the  District  Health 
Visitor  takes  over  supervision,  but  unsatisfactory  cases  remain  under  the  care  of  the  Special 
Visitor.  During  the  year  1945  a  total  of  609  visits  were  made  by  this  Visitor. 

Unmarried  expectant  mothers  attending  the  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Centre  are 
interviewed  at  the  Centre,  and  in  many  cases  the  homes  are  also  visited  by  the  Special  Visitor, 
who  made  78  of  such  visits  during  the  year.  These  cases  are  follow'ed  up  with  a  view  to  the 
weKare  of  the  mother  and  child. 

CARE  OF  PREMATURE  INFANTS. 

With  a  view'  to  obtaining  iimnediate  information  regarding  premature  babies  born  in  the 
City,  the  w^eight  of  the  baby  at  bu-th  is  reported  on  the  notification  of  birth  form,  and  the 
information  is  passed  on  to  the  Health  Visitors  so  that  special  attention  may  be  paid  to  premature 
babies. 

In  addition,  w'here  a  Municipal  Midw'ife  is  attending  at  a  premature  birth,  she  continues 
visiting  beyond  the  usual  period  of  14  days. 

When  premature  babies  are  discharged  from  Hospital  frequent  visits  are  made  by  a  Health 
Visitor  until  the  condition  of  the  baby  is  satisfactory. 

DAY  NURSERIES  AND  HOMES  FOR  MOTHERS  AND  BABIES  AND 

HOMELESS  CHILDREN. 

The  following  are  details  in  respect  of  the  year  1945  relating  to  St.  Agatha’s  Church  of 
England  hostel,  which  comes  under  the  heading  of  a  home  for  mothers  and  babies  ; — 

St.  Agatha’s  Church  of  England  Hostel. — Situated  at  No.  22,  Broomgrove  Road. 
A  home  for  unmarried  expectant  mothers  ;  it  has  an  accommodation  of  approximately 
30  beds.  After  the  confinements,  which  take  place  in  hospital,  the  mothers  return  to 
the  Home  with  then-  babies  for  a  short  period  until  the  necessary  arrangements  are  made 
for  the  care  of  the  baby  and  for  the  mother  to  resume  work. 

The  Salvation  Army  Home,  at  Kenwood  Park  Road,  admits  various  classes  of  cases,  including 
homeless  children  and  girls  who  are  lacking  adequate  control.  The  Sheffield  Branch  of  Dr. 
Barnardo’s  Homes  also  accepts  homeless  children. 

Unmarried  expectant  mothers  are,  where  it  is  necessary,  admitted  to  the  Council’s  Public 
Assistance  Institution  at  Fir  vale  Infirmary,  and  homeless  children  are  admitted  into  the  Sheffield 
Children’s  Homes,  which  are  also  administered  by  the  Council. 

WARTIME  NURSERIES. 

This  scheme  commenced  on  1st  April,  1942.  A  total  of  17  nurseries  have  been  established 
in  the  City  and  these  are  capable  of  accommodating,  in  all,  about  700  children.  From  the  outset 
the  nurseries  have  been  of  great  service  to  the  working  mothers.

With  the  exception  of  Beet  Street  Nursery,  which  is  a  permanent  building  erected  for  the 
specific  purpose  of  a  day  nursery,  and  Carbrook  Nursery  which  is  a  stone-built  house  temporarily 
requisitioned  and  adapted  for  the  purpose,  all  the  nurseries  are  pre-fabricated  hutments  supplied 
by  the  Ministry  of  Health  to  a  pattern  which  is  universal  throughout  the  country  and  planned 
to  meet  aU  the  requirements  of  a  modern  nursery. 

Each  nursery  is  in  the  charge  of  a  matron  who  is  a  State  Registered  Nurse  and  each,  also, 
has  its  complement  of  nursing  and  domestic  staff.  On  the  average,  in  addition  to  the  matron, 
there  are  at  each  nursery  two  experienced  nurses  and  four  probationers,  together  with  a  cook 
and  the  assistance  of  nursery  cleaners  for  such  time  as  is  necessary. 

There  is  a  staff  of  Wardens  in  connection  with  the  nurseries,  working  under  the  direction 
of  an  Educational  Supervisor.  At  31st  December,  1945,  this  staff,  apart  from  the  Supervisor, 
consisted  of  six  Wardens,  one  of  whom  was  engaged  on  a  whole-time  basis  and  five  part-time. 
Five  were  women  recognised  by  the  Board  of  Education  as  teachers  and  the  sixth  a  woman 
with  special  experience  in  the  training  of  young  children. 

Particulars  are  given  below  of  the  dates  of  opening  of  each  of  the  17  nurseries,  and  of  the 
accommodation  and  the  dady  average  number  of  children  maintained  in  each  nursery  during

HOME  HELPS. 

A  Home  Helps  Service  was  set  up  in  the  City  on  29th  January,  1945.  The  object  of  this 
service  is  to  provide  domestic  help  for  (a)  Maternity  cases,  where  the  confinement  takes  place 
at  home,  and  (b)  General  cases,  such  as  those  of  sickness  or  of  old  age  or  infirmity,  where  there  is 
especial  need  of  help. 

The  Home  Helps  are  engaged  and  paid  by  the  Council,  being  imder  the  general  supervision 
of  the  Superintendent  Health  Visitor,  and  a  scale  of  daily  charges  for  their  services  has  been 
formulated,  the  amount  payable  being  according  to  the  income  of  the  family  concerned. 

Application  for  the  services  of  the  Home  Helps  is  made  to  the  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare 
Centre,  Orchard  Place. 

Normally  the  period  of  duty  of  the  Home  Help  in  Maternity  cases  is  limited  to  ten  days 
after  the  confinement,  but  General  cases,  most  of  which  are  the  aged  and  infirm,  usually  require 
help  over  a  lengthy  period.  Each  case  requiring  the  Home  Help  beyond  a  period  of  eight  weeks 
is  reviewed  before  the  extension  is  granted. 

Five  whole-time  and  three  part-time  Home  Helps  were  appointed  at  the  outset  of  the  scheme 
in  January,  1945,  and  at  31st  December  this  complement  had  increased  to  ten  whole-time  and 
ten  part-time  staff. 
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During  the  year  1945  this  service  was  supplied  in  connection  with  84  Maternity  cases  at  which 
a  total  of  925  full  days  were  worked  by  the  Home  Helps,  and  111  General  cases  at  which  (making 
allowance  for  the  fact  that  most  of  these  w'ere  part-time  engagements)  the  equivalent  of  a  total 
of  1,676  full  days  were  worked.  A  full  working  day  consists  of  two  periods  of  four  hours  each  and 
part-time  engagements  are  for  four  hours  daily. 

As  regards  Maternity  cases  the  excess  of  the  expenditure  upon  the  scheme  over  the  amount 
of  the  fees  received  for  the  services  of  the  Home  Helps  is  borne  by  the  Council ;  as  regards  General 
cases  such  excess  is  reimbursable  by  the  Ministry  of  Health. 

CHILDREN’S  HOMES  AND  BOARDING  OUT  OF  CHILDREN. 

The  service  in  Sheffield  relating  to  the  maintenance  of  poor  children  apart  from  then-  parents 
is  carried  out  at  the  Sheffield  Children’s  Homes,  comprising  Fulwood  Cottage  Homes  and  its 
annexe  at  Thornsett  Lodge,  and  by  the  boarding  out  of  children  wdth  foster  parents.  In  addition 
there  are  certain  Sheffield  children  who  are  maintained  in  special  Institutions  in  various  parts  of 
the  country  and  also  a  small  number  boarded  out  in  other  areas. 

A  total  of  274  children  were  accommodated  in  Fulwood  Cottage  Homes  at  31st  December, 
1945,  and  a  further  42  children  at  Thornsett  Lodge.  In  addition  there  were  130  children  who 
were  boarded  out  with  foster  parents  in  the  City,  42  Sheffield  children  maintained  in  special 
institutions  and  19  Sheffield  children  boarded  out  in  other  areas. 

HOME  NURSING. 

Home  Nursing  is  undertaken  on  behalf  of  the  Health  Committee  by  the  Sheffield  Queen 
Victoria  District  Nursing  Association.  In  the  year  1945,  the  nurses  of  this  organisation  attended 
a  total  of  703  cases  of  notifiable  and  other  diseases,  120  of  them  being  children  under  five  years 
of  age  and  583  patients  of  five  years  of  age  or  over.  These  nurses  made  a  total  of  17,151  visits 
during  the  year,  11,606  of  these  visits  being  to  cases  of  Cancer,  1,490  to  cases  of  Pneumonia  and 
2,038  to  cases  of  Tuberculosis. 


DIPHTHERIA  IMMUNISATION. 

Facilities  for  immunisation  against  Diphtheria  are  available  at  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare 
Centres,  at  School  Chnics  and  at  certain  of  the  Municipal  Hospitals.  A  number  of  immunisations 
are  also  carried  out  by  general  medical  practioners.  By  arrangements  which  were  introduced 
on  1st  April,  1943,  any  medical  practitioner  may  immunise  children  of  Sheffield  residents  without 
charge  to  the  parents  or  guardians.  Fees  for  the  immunisations  are  paid  by  the  Health  Committee 
to  the  medical  practitioners  at  the  rate  of  2s.  6d.  per  injection  in  respect  of  each  immunisation 
completed  under  these  arrangements.  Antigen  is  supplied  to  the  doctors  without  payment. 

Very  considerable  efforts  are  constantly  being  made  to  effect  increases  in  the  numbers 
of  children  who  are  immunised,  and  parents  are  being  made  aware  by  every  means  possible  of 
how  important  it  is  that  they  should  avail  themselves  of  this  service  in  order  that  their  children 
should  obtain  immunity  against  Diphtheria. 

A  total  of  9,094  children  under  15  years  of  age  completed  the  course  of  immunisation  in 
the  year  1945,  as  against  8,158  in  1944.  The  following  statement  gives  particulars  of  the  number 
of  persons  who  have  been  immunised  in  each  year  since  1937,  the  first  year  in  regard  to  which 
there  are  records  available  : — ■

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PREVENTION  AND  TREATMENT  OF  TUBERCULOSIS. 


By  H.  Midgley  Turner,  m.d.,  m.r.c.p.,  d.p.h.,  Clinical  Tuberculosis  Officer 
and  Medical  Superintendent  of  City  Sanatoria. 

There  were  642  notifications  of  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  received  during  the  year  1945. 
To  this  must  be  added  23  non-notified  deaths,  thus  bringing  the  total  of  new  notifications  m  the 
year  to  665  as  against  695  in  1944.  In  217  of  the  665  cases  there  were  tubercle  bacilli  found  in 
the  sputum.  The  total  number  of  notified  cases  of  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  on  the  Dispensary 
Register  at  31st  December,  1945,  was  6,979,  and  of  these  cases  there  were  1,531,  including  three 
children  under  15  years  of  age,  who  were  infectious  cases.  534  of  the  665  cases  which  were 
notified  in  1945  were  examined  by  the  medical  staff  of  the  Dispensary  prior  to  notification.  131 
cases  were  not  examined  prior  to  notification— 73  because  they  were  undergoing  institutional 
treatment  elsewhere  than  in  a  municipal  sanatorium  at  the  time  of  notification,  30  because  they 
did  not  desire  treatment  and  28  because  they  died  either  prior  to  or  within  fourteen  days  after 
being  notified. 

The  table  which  follows  gives  particulars  of  the  numbers  of  new  cases  of  Pulmonary  and 
Other  Forms  of  Tuberculosis  m  1945  and  of  the  deaths  classified  in  age  periods  and  according 
to  sex.  Information  relating  to  attack  rates  and  death  rates  will  be  found  in  the  Vital  Statistics 
Section  of  this  Report.

The  total  number  of  attendances  of  patients  at  the  Tuberculosis  Dispensary  in  the  year  1945 
was  24,276,  a  figure  which  excludes  1,000  attendances  of  cases  of  non-pulmonary  tuberculosis 
who  came  to  the  Dispensary  for  ultra  violet  light  treatment.  4,411  notified  cases  of  Tuberculosis 
of  the  Lungs  attended  the  Dispensary  during  the  year  for  treatment  and  supervision  and  the 
attendances  of  these  cases  numbered  14,893.  At  the  31st  December,  1945,  there  was  a  total  of 
4,428  notified  cases  of  Tuberculosis  of  the  Lungs  who  remained  under  treatment  at  the  Dispensary 
and  in  addition  2,551  who  were  under  general  supervision. 
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Diagnosis  of  Suspects  and  Contacts — Tuberculosis  of  the  Lungs. — There  were  3,850  patients 
who  were  referred  to  the  Dispensary  in  the  year  1945  as  suspects,  hi  order  that  a  diagnosis  might 
be  made  to  ascertain  whether  they^  were  suffering  from  Tuberculosis  of  the  Lungs.  2,911  of  them 
were  sent  by  private  medical  practitioners,  102  by  the  School  Medical  Department,  44  came 
from  General  Hospitals,  47  from  the  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Centres,  506  were  referred  by 
Services’  Medical  Boards,  111  came  from  the  Mass  Radiography  Centre  and  the  remaining  129 
from  various  other  sources.  889  of  these  suspects  were  retamed  for  observation  or  treatment  and 
2,961  were  found  not  to  be  suffering  from  Tuberculosis  of  the  Lungs.  4,703  attendances  at  the 
Dispensary  were  made  during  the  year  by  suspect  cases  and  in  addition  66  similar  cases  were 
examined  at  home  in  personal  consultation  with  private  medical  practitioners. 

During  the  year  57  Mantoux  tests,  and  five  Patch  tests  were  carried  out  on  suspects  and  the 
Blood  Sedimentation  Reaction  was  done  in  four  cases. 

948  contacts  from  the  homes  of  notified  cases  were  examhied  at  the  Dispensary  during  the 
year.  321  of  these  contacts  were  retained  for  further  observation  or  for  treatment  and  the 
remainder  were  discharged  as  there  was  no  evidence  of  tuberculosis. 

534  of  the  665  notifications  of  Tuberculosis  of  the  Lungs  in  the  year  1945,  or  80  per  cent, 
were  made  as  the  outcome  of  previous  examinations  of  patients  who  had  been  referred  to  the 
Dispensary  as  suspects  or  contacts.

Treatment  of  School  Children.— The  services  of  the  Tuberculosis  Dispensary  amongst  school 
children  continued  m  close  co-operation  with  the  School  Medical  Department.  3,288  attendances 
at  the  Dispensary  were  made  by  school  children  in  1945,  and  of  these  there  were  1,602  attendances 
by  notified  cases  of  Tuberculosis  of  the  Lungs  and  1,686  by  cases  under  observation.  Tubercle 
bacilh  were  found  in  the  sputum  of  three  school  children  during  the  year  and  their  names  were 
removed  from  the  school  registers. 

Examination  of  Sputa. — 4,519  specimens  of  sputa  were  examined  during  the  year — 3,967 
at  the  Dispensary  and  552  at  Crimicar  Lane  Sanatorium.  995  of  the  specimens  were  found  to 
contain  typical  tubercle  baciUi. 

X-Ray  Examinations.— The  amount  of  X-Ray  work  continues  to  increase  and  during  the  year 
6,220  skiagrams  were  taken.  In  addition  there  were  1,886  screenmg  examinations.  This  represents 
about  double  the  amount  of  work  which  was  being  done  in  the  X-Ray  Room  in  1938.  While 
the  pressure  on  the  X-Ray  facilities  -will  probably  continue  to  increase  it  is  doubtful  whether  it 
win  be  possible  to  increase  much  further  the  amount  of  X-Ray  work  done  without  additional 
facihties. 

Visits  by  Tuberculosis  Inspectors  and  Health  Visitors. — The  Dispensary  Tuberculosis  Inspectors 
made  a  total  of  2,790  visits,  chiefly  to  the  homes  of  tuberculous  patients,  during  the  year. 
2,612  of  these  visits  were  for  Tuberculosis  of  the  Lungs  and  178  for  other  forms  of  Tuberculosis. 
Visits  with  regard  to  Tuberculosis  (all  forms)  are  also  made  by  the  staff  of  Health  Visitors  and 
by  a  female  Tuberculosis  Visitor,  the  latter  being  a  new  appointment  which  was  made  in  July, 
1945.  The  Health  Visitors  and  the  Tuberculosis  Visitor  made  a  total  of  5,795  visits  and  thus  there

were  in  all  8,585  visits  during  the  year,  as  detailed  in  the  statement  below.  In  addition,  as  is 
shown  in  the  footnote  to  the  statement,  the  staff  of  the  Disinfecting  Station  carried  out  559 
disinfections  in  regard  to  cases  of  Tuberculosis  of  the  Lungs,  upon  taking  over  this  work  from  the 
Tuberculosis  Inspectors  during  the  course  of  the  year.

Re-Housing  of  Infectious  Cases  of  Tuberculosis. — Since  the  commencement  of  the  Scheme, 
which  was  in  the  year  1928,  a  total  of  422  families  have  been  rehoused  on  Corporation  Estates. 
During  1945  there  were  25  families  rehoused  under  the  Scheme,  as  against  46  in  1944,  and  at 
the  31st  December,  1945,  there  were  128  families  living  on  the  Estates  under  the  Special 
Conditions  of  Tenancy. 


Treatment  Allowances  to  Cases  of  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis.— This  scheme  of  maintenance 
allowances  to  patients  under  treatment  for  tuberculosis,  which  was  introduced  by  the  Government, 
has  been  in  operation  in  Sheffield  since  June,  1943. 


The  application  of  the  scheme  is  somewhat  limited,  and  only  a  proportion  of  patients  with 
tuberculosis  are  able  to  benefit  under  it.  In  spite  of  limitations  the  introduction  of  maintenance 
allowances  for  tuberculosis  cases  has  done  good  and  may  be  regarded  as  a  step  m  the  right 
direction.  Details  with  regard  to  the  operation  of  the  scheme  in  1945  are  as  follows  : —

After-Care. — The  organisation  for  Tuberculosis  after-care  is  administered  through  the 
Tuberculosis  Dispensary.  43  beds  with  mattresses  were  loaned  in  the  year  1945  to  infectious 
cases  of  Tuberculosis  of  the  Lungs  who  were  unable  to  provide  for  themselves  a  separate  bed  at 
their  homes.  In  aU  there  were  260  beds  out  on  loan  at  31st  December,  1945.  Bed  clothing  is  also 
loaned  to  certain  patients  and  there  were  53  sets  of  bed  clothing  lent  in  the  year  1945.  The 
difficulty  of  obtaining  beds  and  bedding  has  led  to  an  mcrease  in  the  number  of  requests  for  the 
loan  of  these  articles  and  a  corresponding  difficulty  in  obtaining  supplies  to  deal  with  these 
requests. 
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CITY  SANATORIA. 

Accommodation  which  was  provided  for  the  treatment  of  Tuberculosis  at  Crimicar  Lane, 
Commonside,  Winter  Street  and  Nether  Edge  Sanatoria  at  31st  December,  1945,  totalled  351 
beds,  and  this  number  was  found  adequate  for  the  work  durmg  the  year.  Details  of  such

Admissions,  Discharges  and  Deaths. — An  aggregate  of  1,163  patients  were  admitted  to  the 
four  Sanatoria  during  the  year  1945,  either  for  treatment  for  Tuberculosis  or  as  observ^ation 
cases.  559  were  men,  400  women  and  204  children.  1,000  patients  were  discharged  from  the 
Sanatoria  during  the  year  and  there  were  135  deaths.  Of  this  total  of  1,135  there  were  319 
patients  who  had  been  admitted  for  observation,  279  were  early  cases  of  the  disease,  401  were 
at  an  intermediate  stage  and  136  were  advanced  cases.  537  of  the  1,135  patients  were  sputum 
positive.

In  spite  of  shortage  of  staff  both  medical,  nursing  and  domestic,  a  great  deal  of  active 
treatment  has  been  carried  out  in  the  sanatoria  and  every  effort  has  been  made  to  keep  abreast 
of  modern  lines  of  treatment. 


Details  with  regard  to  treatment  are  given  below  : — 

Artificial  Pneumothorax.— During  1945  artificial  pneumothorax  was  induced  in  41  cases 
and  the  total  number  of  artificial  pneumothorax  refills  given  was  2,388.  Aspiration  of  fluid  was 
carried  out  in  137  cases.  Surgical  work  is  carried  out  in  the  Thoracic  Surgery  Centre  at  the 
City  General  Hospital  and  during  1945  the  following  work  was  done  for  Sheffield  cases 
five  thoracoplasties,  six  adhesion  sections  in  artificial  pneumothorax  cases  and  three  phrenic 
crushes. 

Gold  Treatment. — During  the  year  36  patients  received  gold  injections. 

Investigations. — The  following  tests  were  carried  out  for  purposes  of  investigation  : — 
Mantoux  tests  186,  Blood  Sedimentation  tests  382,  Blood  sugar  estimations  6,  blood  cultures  5 
and  Wasserman  tests  12.

NON-PULMONARY  TUBERCULOSIS.

There  were  102  notifications  of  non-pulmonary  tuberculosis  received  during  the  year  1945, 
to  which  must  be  added  20  non-notified  deaths,  so  that  the  total  of  the  new  notifications  in 
1945  was  122.  The  table  which  follows  gives  a  classification  of  the  types  of  these  cases  and  a 
similar  classification  of  the  number  of  deaths  which  occurred  during  the  year.  Information 
relatmg  to  the  attack  rates  and  death  rates  of  non-pulmonary  tuberculosis  (Other  Forms  of 
Tuberculosis)  will  be  found  in  the  Vital  Statistics  section  of  this  Report.

Hospital  Treatment. — ^ChUdren  suffering  from  Non-Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  are  treated 
m  Kmg  Edward  VII  Hospital,  the  normal  accommodation  of  which  at  31st  December,  1945, 
was  123  beds.  Apart  from  these  there  were  17  other  beds  which  were  used  for  Orthopaedic  cases. 
Up  to  3()th  September,  1945,  49  of  the  123  beds  were  held  available  as  emergency  hospital 
accommodation  for  wounded  officers.  There  were  10  Military  cases  remaining  in  hospital  on 
31st  December,  1944,  and  during  1945  a  further  59  sick  and  wounded  officers  were  admitted 
from  overseas  and  65  discharged,  leaving  four  military  cases  in  hospital  on  31st  December,  1945. 

Patients  discharged  after  treatment  hi  the  hospital  for  non-pulmonary  tuberculosis  in 
the  year  1945  totalled  94.  As  will  be  seen  in  the  statement  below  60  of  them  were  suffering  from 
tuberculosis  of  bones  or  joints.

Out-Patient  Supervision. — Out-patients  continued  to  attend  the  chmc  at  the  Tuberculosis 
Dispensary  as  in  previous  years  and  these  patients  made  a  total  of  3,657  attendances  during  the 
year  1945.  New  cases  attending  this  clinic  during  the  year  numbered  267  of  whom  225  were 
retained  for  treatment— 39  men,  56  women,  71  boys  and  59  girls.  In  addition  the  attendances 
for  ultra  violet  light  treatment  at  the  Dispensary  numbered  1,000. 
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PREVENTION  AND  TREATMENT  OF  VENEREAL 

DISEASES. 


The  Venereal  Disease  Treatment  Centres  at  the  Royal  Infirmary,  the  Royal  Hospital,  and 
the  Jessop  Hospital  for  Women,  contiimed  to  operate  during  the  year  1945. 

A  trained  Social  Worker  was  appointed  by  the  Health  Committee  on  1st  November,  1943, 
in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  Ministry  of  Health  Grcular  No.  2834  of  23rd  July,  1943,  for 
the  duties  of  the  supervision  of  the  patients  attending  the  Venereal  Disease  Clinics. 

This  Social  Worker  who,  amongst  her  other  duties,  interviews  patients  at  the  clinics,  is  in  a 
position  to  render  valuable  assistance  in  the  many  difficulties  and  anxieties  of  the  patients, 
to  establish  helpful  relations  between  the  patients  and  the  treatment  centres  and  to  be  of  service 
in  ensuring  that  regular  attendance  at  the  Centres  is  maintained.

Reference  should  be  made  to  the  opening  of  a  Venereal  Disease  Clinic  at  the  City  General 
Hospital  dming  the  year.  Information  in  regard  to  the  treatment  of  patients  at  this  clime  from 
its  inception  on  7th  August,  1945,  until  the  end  of  the  year  is  to  be  found  in  the  City  General 
Hospital  section  of  this  Report.  On  1st  January,  1946,  this  clinic  was  approved  by  the  Minister 
of  Health  as  a  Venereal  Disease  Treatment  Centre  under  the  Public  Health  (Venereal  Diseases) 
Regulations,  1916. 
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Pathological  Examinations. — In  the  table  below  are  given  particulars  of  pathological 
examinations  made  during  the  past  five  years  in  the  laboratory  of  the  Sheffield  University  of 
specimens  sent  for  diagnostic  purposes  by  treatment  centres,  hospitals  and  other  institutions 
and  by  private  medical  practitioners.  In  addition  the  medical  officers  of  the  three  Venereal 
Disease  Treatment  Centres  made  an  aggregate  of  64  microscopical  examinations  of  specimens  for 
Syphilis,  813  microscopical  examinations  for  Gonorrhoea  and  623  other  examinations  for  the 
diagnosis  of  Venereal  Disease.

Defence  (General)  Regulation  No.  33B. — By  the  provisions  of  Regulation  33B  of  the  Defence 
(General)  Regulations,  1939,  which  came  into  operation  in  February,  1943,  a  special  practitioner 
(who  is  generally  a  medical  officer  of  an  approved  Venereal  Disease  Centre)  is  required,  upon 
obtaining  information  from  patients  of  the  names  of  possible  contacts,  to  notify  the  Medical 
Officer  of  Health  of  the  area  of  the  names  of  such  contacts.  When  two  notifications  have  been 
received  by  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  in  respect  of  one  contact,  the  person  who  is  named  as 
contact  is  required  to  attend  for  medical  examination,  and  if  necessary  for  treatment. 

Part  of  the  duties  of  the  Social  Worker  consist  of  making  visits  in  the  operation  of  Regulation 
33B  and  every  effort  is  made  to  induce  persons  only  once  named  as  contacts  to  attend  a  Treatment 
Centre  for  examination. 

In  the  year  1945  there  were  74  persons — four  males  and  70  females  and  including  one 
transferred  from  another  area — who  were  notified  on  Form  I  as  contacts  ;  in  regard  to  eight  of 
these,  aU  of  whom  were  females,  there  were  two  or  more  notifications  received.  Of  the  66  contacts 
in  respect  of  whom  there  was  a  single  notification  there  were  28  who  could  not  be  traced  o\ving 
to  inadequate  identification  in  the  notification,  two  who  stated  that  they  were  not  infected 
and  required  no  treatment  and  36  who  were  persuaded  to  attend  a  Treatment  Centre  for  examina¬ 
tion.  As  regards  the  eight  contacts  in  respect  of  whom  there  were  two  or  more  notifications 
there  was  one  who  could  not  be  traced,  one  who  attended  for  medical  examination  after  persuasion 
and  six  who  attended  for  examination  after  being  served  with  a  notice  on  Form  2.  Of  these 
eight  contacts,  one  was  later  transferred  to  another  area  and  legal  proceedings  had  to  be  instituted 
against  another  for  failnre  to  continue  the  treatment. 
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POOR  LAW  MEDICAL  OUT-RELIEF. 


At  31st  December,  1945,  there  were  30  District  Medical  Officers  engaged  in  the  administration 
of  Poor  Law  Medical  Out-ReUef,  and  \^dth  one  exception  these  appointments  were  aU  held  on  a 
part-time  basis  by  general  practitioners. 

The  aggregate  of  the  Surgery  Consultations  and  home  visits  recorded  by  the  District  Medical 
Officers  in  respect  of  the  year  1945  was  62,069,  which  corresponds  to  a  figure  of  53,883  for  the 
year  1944. 

At  the  end  of  the  year  there  were  139  local  establishments  upon  the  list  of  chemists  who  were 
authorised  to  dispense  the  prescriptions  of  the  District  Medical  Officers  and  the  terms  governing 
this  dispensing  are  almost  identical  with  those  which  obtain  in  the  National  Health  Insurance 
Dispensing  Services.  76,399  prescriptions  were  dispensed  in  the  year  1945  as  against  69,457  in 
the  year  1944. 


VACCINATION. 


Particulars  are  given  in  the  table  below  regarding  the  vaccination  of  children  whose  births 
were  registered  in  the  period  of  five  years  from  1940  to  1944.  The  year  1944  is  the  latest  year 
for  which  complete  figures  are  available.

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PATHOLOGY  AND  BACTERIOLOGY. 


The  greater  part  of  the  pathological  and  bacteriological  work  to  assist  in  the  diagnosis  of 
infectious  and  other  disease  is  undertaken  on  behalf  of  the  Health  Committee  by  the  staff  of  the 
Pathology  and  Bacteriology  Departments  of  the  University  of  Sheffield  and  this  staff  also  carries 
out  the  bacteriological  examination  of  milk.  Particulars  relating  to  the  examinations  made 
at  the  University  for  the  Committee  for  the  year  1945  are  given  below  under  the  several 
headings  : —

In  the  Venereal  Disease  section  of  the  Report  are  given  the  numbers  and  other  particulars 
of  the  various  examinations  carried  out  at  the  University  and  at  the  Venereal  Disease  Treatment 
Centres  for  the  diagnosis  of  Syphilis  and  Gonorrhoea. 

Certain  bacteriological  examinations  were  undertaken  during  the  year  at  the  City  General 
Hospital  and  at  the  Infectious  Diseases  Hospital.  Microscopical  examinations  of  sputa  were 
made  by  the  staff  of  the  Tuberculosis  Dispensary,  and  the  Reductase  test  was  carried  out  in  the 
Department  in  regard  to  a  certain  number  of  milk  samples.  Information  regarding  these  various 
examinations  is  given  in  the  appropriate  sections  of  the  Report. 


AMBULANCE  FACILITIES. 


Cases  of  Non-Infectious  Disease  and  Accidents.— The  bulk  of  the  Ambulance  Services  of  the 
City,  so  far  as  they  concern  the  transporting  of  cases  of  non-infectious  disease  and  accident  cases 
to  and  from  the  Hospitals,  are  provided  by  the  Central  Ambulance  Service,  which  is  established 
at  the  Ambulance  Station  in  Corporation  Street.  The  Sheffield  Hospitals  Council  co-operates 
in  the  scheme  in  conjunction  vith  the  Health  and  Watch  Committees  of  the  Sheffield  City  Council 
and  the  ambulances  belonghig  to  each  of  these  bodies  are  housed  at  the  Ambulance  Station,  their 
use  being  general  to  all  the  services.  At  31st  December,  1945,  the  fleet  of  ambulances  at  the 
Station  consisted  of  20  vehicles — 13  from  the  Sheffield  Hospitals  Council,  four  from  the  Health 
Committee,  and  three  from  the  Watch  Committee. 

In  addition  there  were  four  sittmg  case  cars  at  31st  December,  1945,  one  of  these  belonging 
to  the  Hospitals  Council,  two  to  the  Health  Committee  and  one  jointly  owned  by  the  Health 
and  Watch  Committees.  These  cars  are  used  principally  for  emergency  journeys  of  municipal 
midwives  in  the  night  hours  or  for  the  conveyhig  of  mothers  and  babies  to  their  homes  after 
confinements  at  the  maternity  hospitals. 

There  are  also  a  certam  number  of  privately  owned  ambulances  at  the  large  works  in  the 
City,  these  being  for  service  in  regard  to  accidents  and  emergency  cases  at  works  premises. 

Cases  of  Infectious  Disease. — For  the  special  requirements  of  cases  of  infectious  disease  there 
are  certain  ambulances  which  are  not  allocated  to  the  Central  Ambulance  Service,  but  are 
stationed  at  Lodge  Moor  Infectious  Diseases  Hospital.  This  fleet  comprised  four  vehicles  at  the  end 
of  the  year  1945. 
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SANITARY  ADMINISTRATION. 


The  staff  of  General  Sanitary  Inspectors  made  a  total  of  44,202  visits  to  and  inspections  of 
dwelling-houses  under  the  Public  Health  Act,  1930,  in  the  year  1945,  for  the  investigation  and 
abatement  of  nuisances,  a  considerable  proportion  of  which  were  brought  to  the  notice  of  the 
Department  by  complaints  of  tenants.  This  staff  made  a  further  1 1  mspections  of  dwelling-houses 
for  housing  defects  under  the  Housing  Acts.  These  visits  and  inspections  under  the  two  enact¬ 
ments,  related,  m  all,  to  a  total  of  11,807  houses.  Visits  of  investigation  in  regard  to  infectious 
and  other  notifiable  diseases  and  many  other  visits  in  the-  general  sanitary  administration  of 
the  City  were  also  made  by  the  staff  of  Sanitary  Inspectors  during  the  year  and  details  of  these 
visits  are  to  be  found  in  Table  XXXI  ivithui  this  section  of  the  Report. 

Infectious  Disease — Investigation  and  Disinfection. — The  Sanitary  Inspectors  made  9,892 
visits  of  investigation  during  the  year  at  households  where  infectious  or  other  notifiable  diseases 
had  occurred.  3,690  homes  were  visited  by  the  staff  of  the  Disinfecting  Station  for  the  purpose 
of  carrying  out  disinfection  at  the  houses  on  account  of  the  occurrence  of  notifiable  or  other  disease. 
Beds  and  bedding,  the  patient’s  clothing  and  other  articles  which  had  been  in  contact  with  the 
patient  were  collected  by  the  staff  and  taken  away  for  disinfection  by  steam. 

Treatment  of  Scabies. — There  are  centres  for  the  treatment  of  Scabies  at  the  City  General 
Hospital  and  at  the  Disinfecting  Station  in  Plum  Lane.  Whenever  a  case  of  Scabies  is  brought 
to  the  notice  of  the  department  every  effort  is  made  to  induce  all  the  members  of  the  family  to 
undergo  treatment.  The  two  recognised  methods  of  treatment,  the  sulphur  ointment  and  the 
Benzyl  Benzoate  methods,  are  both  used.  A  total  of  3,750  persons,  including  1,932  school 
children,  attended  for  treatment  m  the  year  1945,  either  as  patients  or  as  contacts.  In  aU 
instances,  whilst  the  treatment  is  being  given,  the  personal  clothing  is  disinfected  by  steam. 
In  addition  beds  and  bedding  are  collected  from  the  homes  and  steam  disinfected  and  this  was 
done  m  regard  to  968  families  m  the  year  1945.  After  treatment  all  cases  are  followed  up  by 
visits  to  the  home  by  the  Health  Visitors. 

Cleansing  of  Verminous  Persons. — There  were  343  persons  who  attended  at  the  Disinfecting 
Station  durmg  the  year  for  treatment  for  the  eradication  of  vermin.  The  majority  were  from 
common  lodgmg  houses  or  houses  let-in-lodgings.  A  special  disinfecting  bath  and  cleansmg  treat¬ 
ment  was  given  in  all  these  cases  and  the  personal  clothing  and  bedding  were  disinfected. 

Cyanide  Disinfestation  and  Removal  of  Household  Effects. — The  use  of  Cyanide  for 
disinfestation  was  continued  on  a  small  scale  during  the  year  194o. 

106  famihes  were  removed  to  Corporation  Housing  Estates  during  1945  and  their  furniture 
and  effects  were  dismfested  by  Cyanide  in  air-tight  steel  containers  in  order  to  eradicate  bug 
infestation,  the  beds  and  bedding  being  treated  by  steam  disinfestation.  The  106  families  included 
a  smaU  number  rehoused  under  the  Special  Scheme  for  rehousing  of  infectious  cases  of  Tuber¬ 
culosis  and  some  were  families  who  had  had  to  evacuate  their  homes  which  had  been  damaged 
by  enemy  air  attack. 

As  a  complement  to  the  disinfestation  of  furniture  in  sealed  containers  by  Cyanide,  the 
disinfestation  is  also  undertaken  of  certain  Corporation  houses  which  are  found  upon  inspection 
to  be  infested  with  bugs.  The  form  of  Cyanide  used  in  house  disinfestation  is  Zyklon  B.  During 
the  year  1945  there  were  74  Corporation  houses  disinfested,  the  beds  and  bedding  in  these  cases, 
too,  being  treated  by  steam  disinfestation. 

All  possible  measures  are  taken,  in  the  way  of  advice  given  by  the  staff  and  by  distributmg 
literature  to  educate  tenants  in  preventing  infestation  by  bugs. 

Testing  of  Drainage  Systems. — 562  smoke  tests  and  770  colour  tests  were  applied  during 
the  year  to  drainage  systems  which  were  suspected  of  being  defective.  In  certain  instances  the 
City  Engineer’s  Department  collaborated  with  the  Sanitary  Inspectors’  staff  in  these  tests. 
Where  drains  were  found  to  be  defective  the  Sanitary  Inspectors  supervised  the  works  of  repair 
or  reconstruction.  582  water  tests  were  applied  during  the  year  to  ascertain  whether  drains 
which  had  been  relaid  were  satisfactory. 
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Closet  Accommodation. — The  scliemes  for  the  conversion  of  privies  into  water  closets,  for 
the  provision  of  one  water  closet  for  each  house  in  the  City  and  for  the  substitution  of  pail,  trough 
and  waste-water  closets  by  pedestal  water  closets  reached  the  completion  stage  some  years 
ago.  In  the  year  1945  there  were  six  privies  converted  into  pedestal  water  closets  and  one  privy 
and  two  waste-water  closets  abolished.  A  few  privies  and  a  few  pail  closets  still  remain,  however, 
and  these  are  isolated  ones,  situated  mostly  in  semi-rural  districts  where  it  has  not  been  practicable 
to  provide  water  closets  owing  to  the  fact  that  sewers  are  not  reasonably  available. 

Houses  Let-in-Lodgings. — The  Sanitary  Inspectors  visited  houses  let-in-lodgings  periodically 
during  the  year  in  collaboration  with  the  Health  Visitors,  with  a  view  to  remedying  defects  which 
were  found  and  ensuring  that  there  was  compliance  with  the  Bye-laws. 

Factories  and  Workplaces. — 874  visits  of  inspection  were  made  during  the  year  to  Factories 
and  Workplaces  in  the  exercise  of  powers  under  the  Factories  Act,  1937,  or  the  Public  Health  Act, 
1936.  As  a  result  of  these  visits  a  total  of  119  nuisances  or  defects  were  remedied. 

Shops  Act,  1934. — Section  10  of  the  Shops  Act,  1934,  concerns  the  health  and  comfort  of 
employees  in  wholesale  and  retail  shops,  in  warehouses  or  elsewhere  in  connection  with  wholesale 
or  retail  trade  or  business.  The  section  deals  particularly  with  the  ventilation,  heating  and 
lighting  of  these  premises  ;  the  facilities  for  taking  meals  ;  the  facilities  for  washing  ;  and  the 
facilities  as  to  sanitary  conveniences.  As  a  result  of  action  taken  under  this  section  during  the 
year  there  were  three  instances  where  the  owners  of  the  premises,  who  were  not  complying  in  all 
respects  with  the  provisions  of  Section  16,  took  the  necessary  remedial  measures.  No  applica¬ 
tions  for  exemption  under  this  section  were  received  during  the  year. 

Preserved  Food — Preparation  or  Manufacture. — ^One  application  was  received  during  the 
year,  as  required  by  Section  14  of  the  Food  and  Drugs  Act,  1938,  for  the  registration  of  premises 
under  the  above  heading  and  after  investigation  registration  was  granted. 

Ice  Cream^ — Sale,  Manufacture,  Etc. — Premises  whicli  are  used  for  these  trades  must  also 
be  registered,  as  required  by  Section  14  of  the  Food  &  Drugs  Act,  1938.  At  the  end  of  the  year 
1944,  the  Ice  Cream  (Prohibition  of  Manufacture  and  Sales)  Order,  1942,  under  which  the 
manufacture  or  sale  of  ice  cream  had  been  prohibited  smce  1st  October,  1942,  was  revoked  and 
it  became  legal  once  more  to  manufacture  or  sell  ice  cream.  During  the  year  1945  there  were 
seven  applications  for  the  registration  of  premises  intended  to  be  used  for  the  manufacture  of 
ice  cream  for  sale  and  in  all  cases  the  premises  were  duly  registered.  Fourteen  applications 
in  regard  to  the  sale  only  of  ice  cream  were  received  and  after  investigation  all  the  premises  were 
registered.  During  the  year  fifteen  premises  ceased  to  be  used  for  the  purpose  for  which  they 
were  registered  ;  two  of  them  had  been  registered  for  the  manufacture  of  ice  cream  for  sale  and 
thirteen  for  the  sale  only  of  ice  cream. 

Fish  Friers’  Premises. — -At  the  end  of  the  year  1945,  there  were  475  fish  friers’  premises  in 
the  City  which  were  on  the  Register.  There  was  one  new  application  for  registration  during 
the  year  but  this  was  refused  on  Town  Planning  grounds. 

Offensive  Trades. — There  were  seven  premises  on  the  Register  of  Offensive  Trades  at  the  end 
of  the  year.  These  were  three  premises  used  for  Tripe  Boiling  and  Tripe  Dressing,  two  Rag  and 
Bone  Dealers’  premises,  one  Fat  and  Bone  Dealers’  premises  and  one  Rag  Washing  premises. 
All  these  premises  were  periodically  visited  by  the  Sanitary  Inspectors  to  ensure  that  there  was 
compliance  with  the  Bye-laws. 

Rag  Flock  Acts,  1911  and  1928. — There  are  26  premises  in  the  City  to  which  the  above  Acts 
apply  and  these  are  chiefly  Upholsterers’  and  Bedding  Manufactmers’  establishments.  There  are 
no  premises  where  rag  flocks  are  manufactured.  In  every  case  where  rag  flocks  were  used 
they  were  obtained  under  a  guarantee  that  they  complied  with  the  standard  set  forth  in  the  Acts. 

Canal  Boats. — There  were  no  registrations  of  Canal  Boats  in  the  City  during  the  year  1945. 
The  Canal  Boats  Inspector  paid  65  visits  to  the  Canal  and  made  90  inspections  of  boats  during 
the  year,  the  object  being  to  ensure  that  there  was  compliance  with  the  statutory  requirements. 
There  w’ere  177  persons  living  on  board  the  boats  at  the  time  of  the  inspections  and  these  persons 
were  in  the  following  age  groups  : — ^none  in  the  age  group  of  children  under  five  years  ;  two 
in  the  group  of  between  five  years  and  14  years  ;  and  175  in  the  group  at  ages  over  14  years. 
158  of  these  latter  were  males  and  17  were  females.  The  average  number  of  persons  per  boat 
was  1-96. 

62  infringements  were  found,  relating  to  47  inspections  of  the  boats.  All  necessary  measures 
were  taken  in  regard  to  these  infringements  and  it  was  not  necessary  to  mstitute  any  legal 
proceedings  during  the  year. 
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There  were  no  cases  of  infectious  disease  upon  any  of  the  Canal  Boats  diuring  the  year,  neither 
was  it  necessary  to  detain  any  boats  for  cleansmg  and  disinfection. 

Water  Supply. — During  the  year  ended  31st  March,  1946,  2,772  samples  of  water  were 
submitted  to  bacteriological,  chemical  and  biological  tests,  and  of  730  tap  samples  examined, 
99  •  3  per  cent  were  found  to  be  free  from  bacillus  coli  in  100  millilitres. 

In  order  to  prevent  risk  of  pollution  of  domestic  supplies  from  exposure  after  filtration,  the 
service  reservoirs  at  Lydgate  Lane  and  Hurlfield  Road  have  been  roofed  over  with  concrete  slabs. 

The  ending  of  the  war  enabled  a  start  to  be  made  on  the  long  delayed  reorganisation  of 
supplies  contemplated  by  the  Corporation  Act  of  1939,  and  the  extensions  demanded  by  the 
post-war  housing  programme. 

During  the  fortnight  of  severe  frost  in  January  all  the  reservoirs  were  frozen  over  and  the 
supply  to  hundreds  of  houses  was  affected  by  the  freezing  and  bursting  of  the  lead  communication 
pipes.  Emergency  supply  tanks  were  sent  out  on  lorries  and  standpipe  suppUes  were  made 
available  from  the  street  mams  where  required.  Notwithstanding  the  huge  loss  of  water  due  to 
leakages,  no  restriction  of  the  supply  was  necessary. 

The  year  1945  has  been  marked  by  the  introduction  of  a  new  Act  revising  and  consoUdating 
the  law  relating  to  public  water  supplies.  It  is  interesting  to  note  that  arising  out  of  the  new 
legislation,  the  Corporation  will  assume  responsibility  for  the  repair  and  renewal  of  communica¬ 
tion  pipes  from  1st  April,  1946. 

This  section  of  the  Report  in  regard  to  the  water  supply  of  the  City  has  been  furnished  by 
the  General  Manager  and  Engineer  of  the  Sheffield  Corporation  Waterworks. 

Smoke  Abatement. — The  Sheffield,  Rotherham  and  District  Smoke  Abatement  Committee, 
a  Regional  Committee  with  full  statutory  powers  for  Smoke  Abatement,  functions  in  regard 
to  the  five  administrative  areas  of  the  City  of  Sheffield,  the  County  Borough  of  Rotherham,  the 
Urban  Districts  of  Ravunarsh  and  Stocksbridge,  and  Rotherham  Rural  District. 

The  activities  of  the  Committee  in  the  year  1945,  so  far  as  they  relate  to  the  City  of  Sheffield, 
are  briefly  outlined  below  : — 

Action  under  the  Public  Health  Act,  1936.— The  foUowing  are  detads  of  the  work  done  by  the 
Smoke  Inspectors  in  the  City  during  the  year  1945 —

From  the  above  statement  it  will  be  seen  that  the  average  of  the  minutes  of  smoke  emitted 
per  half  hour  from  the  observations  of  chinmeys  in  the  year  1945  was  11-5  minutes.  This 
compares  with  8*9  minutes  per  half  hour  in  the  year  1944,  and  an  average  as  low  as  1-4  minutes 
per  half  hour  in  the  year  1938. 

Atmospheric  Pollution. — The  recording  of  the  extent  of  the  atmospheric  pollution  con¬ 
tinued  through  the  year  1945.  There  are  three  fixed  gauges  estabhshed  in  Sheffield  for  the 
purpose  of  measuring  atmospheric  pollution,  and  these  are  situated  at  Attercliffe,  Surrey  Street 
and  Nether  Green.  In  addition  there  are  three  mobile  gauges  which  further  assist  in  ascertaining 
the  variation  of  the  pollution  deposits  in  the  City.  These  gauges  are  stationed  at  Manor,  Firth 
Park  and  Handsworth,  this  latter  being  a  gauge  which  was  installed  towards  the  end  of  the  year 
at  the  request  of  the  Estates  Surveyor. 

The  averages  of  the  monthly  deposits  of  solid  matter  in  tons  per  square  mile  per  month  at 
these  six  stations  were  as  follows  ; —

Sulphur  Determination. — Daily  records  for  determining  the  quantity  of  sulphur  in  the 
atmosphere  were  taken  by  the  lead  peroxide  method  at  seven  stations.  The  daUy  averages

Additional  readings  by  the  volumetric  method  were  taken  at  the  Surrey  Street  Station, 
and  these  showed  for  the  year  a  daily  average  of  0'13  parts  of  sulphur  per  million  parts  of  the 
atmosphere. 

Rodent  Control. — The  Rodent  Control  service  commenced  on  10th  April,  1944,  being 
instituted  as  the  result  of  responsibilities  -w'hich  devolved  upon  the  Public  Health  Department 
under  the  Infestation  Order,  1943. 

There  are  three  Rodent  Operatives  employed  in  this  service  and  a  Sanitary  Inspector  is 
seconded  to  take  charge  of  the  work. 

The  services  of  the  Rodent  Operatives  are  made  available  upon  application  by  the  occupiers 
of  infested  premises,  payment  being  upon  a  cost  basis  laid  down  by  the  Corporation. 

All  premises  in  regard  to  which  there  are  complaints  of  infestation  by  rats  or  mice  are  in 
the  first  instance  visited  by  the  staff  of  General  Sanitary  Inspectors.  541  complaints  were  investi¬ 
gated  in  the  year  1945  as  against  835  in  1944. 

In  the  statement  below  are  given  the  number  of  applications  for  the  services  of  the  Rodent 
Operatives  which  were  dealt  with  in  the  years  1944  and  1945,  together  with  the  number  of  baiting 
points  laid  and  the  number  of  rats  and  mice  exterminated  : —

On  7th  May,  1945,  a  scheme  commenced  for  the  disinfestation  of  the  sewers,  rivers  and 
culverts  of  the  City.  This  work  is  undertaken  by  the  City  Engmeer,  who  provides  a  staff  of 
Operatives  forming  a  part  of  the  Rodent  Control  Service  of  the  Public  Health  Department 
whilst  engaged  upon  the  work.  Owing  to  labour  difficulties  it  was  only  possible  to  start  the 
work  with  two  squads  each  consisting  of  three  men  but  this  number  had  increased  by  November, 
1945  to  six  squads,  or  18  men  in  aU. 
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As  the  major  infestations  were  found  to  be  in  the  central  parts  of  the  City  these  areas  w'ere 
dealt  with  first  in  the  scheme  and  plans  were  made  for  expanding  outwards  to  cover  the  whole 
of  the  City.  The  Ministry  of  Food  procedure  as  to  the  methods  of  pre-baiting  and  poisoning 
are  adhered  to  throughout  this  work.  The  disinfestation  comprises  what  is  known  as  an  initial 
treatment,  which  consists  of  a  first  treatment  with  a  second  treatment  after  one  month  has 
elapsed,  followed  by  one  or  more  maintenance  treatments  of  a  similar  kind  at  intervals  after  the 
initial  treatment  is  completed. 

In  the  initial  treatment  which  was  given  during  the  year  1945,  first  treatment  was  applied 
to  46  sewer  areas  and  also  to  five  lengths  of  the  rivers  Sheaf,  Don  and  Porter  ;  second  treatment 
to  34  of  these  sewer  areas  and  two  lengths  of  the  river  Porter.  The  number  of  manholes  baited 
or  points  laid  in  this  treatment  totalled  6,124  and  the  estimate  of  the  number  of  rats  exterminated 
totalled  21,900.  Details  of  this  intial  treatment  are  given  in  the  statement  below

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HOUSING. 


It  has  been  stated  in  earlier  Reports  that  the  progress  of  the  Slum  Clearance  Scheme  was 
halted  upon  the  outbreak  of  war  in  accordance  with  the  directions  of  the  Ministry  of  Health. 
Certain  information  is  recorded,  however,  in  regard  to  the  demolition  of  dwelling-houses  which 
took  place  in  the  year  1945,  these  being  mostly  condemned  houses  which  happened  to  be  badly 
damaged  by  enemy  action.  The  last  of  the  rehousing  of  displaced  tenants  under  the  Slum 
Clearance  Scheme  proper  was  m  the  year  1940,  although  in  the  year  under  review  there  were 
certam  families  whose  homes  had  been  rendered  uninhabitable  as  a  result  of  enemy  action  who 
were  transferred  to  houses  on  Corporation  Estates. 

Demolition  of  Houses. — A  total  of  349  houses  which  were  in  Slum  Clearance  Areas  were 
demolished  or  rendered  unusable  as  dwelling-houses  in  the  year  1945,  the  great  majority  being 
demolished,  but  a  few'  converted  mto  Works  premises.  It  should  be  explained  that  a  considerable 
proportion  of  these  349  houses  w'ere  buildings  which,  after  having  being  partially  destroyed  by 
previous  enemy  air  attack,  were  finally  demolished  in  the  arrangements  for  the  clearance  of 
bombed  areas  and  not  as  a  procedure  under  the  Housing  Acts. 

Overcrowding.- — ^The  alleviation  of  overcrowding  in  any  very  considerable  degree  was  rendered 
impracticable  after  the  suspension  of  budding  operations  shortly  after  the  outbreak  of  war. 
As  regards  Part  IV  of  the  Housing  Act,  1936,  there  were  106  cases  of  overcrowding  reheved  during 
the  year  1945,  and  79  new'  cases  were  reported.  At  the  end  of  the  year  there  were  3,695  families 
m  the  City  which  were  known  to  be  hving  under  overcrowded  conditions  and  the  total  number 
of  persons  in  these  famdies,  that  is  the  equivalent  number  of  persons  under  the  Act,  was 
20,914. 

Erection  of  Dwelling-Houses. — -The  City  Engineer  has  furnished  information  relating  to  the 
budding  of  dw'elhng-houses  in  the  City.  The  figures  relate  to  a  year  which  ends  on  31st  March. 

368  new  dwelling-houses  were  erected  in  the  year  ended  31st  March,  1946,  and  in  addition 
to  this  figure  57  additional  housing  units  were  provided  by  the  conversion  of  existing  buildings 
into  flats.  The  corresponding  figures  for  the  year  ended  31st  March,  1945,  were  eleven  new 
dwelling-houses  erected,  and  43  additional  housing  units  provided. 

The  approximate  total  number  of  houses  on  the  Rate  Books  at  31st  December,  1945,  was 
147,560. 

Inspection  of  Dwelling-Houses. — Ad  inspections  of  dwelling-houses  for  housing  defects,  under 
the  Public  Health  or  Housing  Acts,  are  made  by  the  staff  of  Sanitary  Inspectors  and  11,867  houses 
w'ere  inspected  during  the  year  1945.  7,752  houses  at  which  there  had  been  defects  were  rendered 
fit  during  the  year  as  a  result  of  informal  action  taken  by  the  Department.  Notices  were 
served  under  the  Public  Health  Act,  1936,  as  regards  4,290  houses,  requiring  defects  to  be 
remedied. 

Tables  of  Housing  Statistics. — As  a  conclusion  to  this  section  of  the  Report  there  are  given 
certain  tables  of  Housing  Statistics.  These  are  Table  XXXII,  being  general  statistics  m  regard  to 
Housing,  and  Tables  XXXIII  and  XXXIV  which  relate  to  action  which  was  taken  under  the 
Housing  Acts  in  1945  and  in  past  years  in  regard  to  unfit  houses  in  clearance  areas  and  hidividual 
unfit  houses  respectively.

GENERAL  FOOD  INSPECTION. 

Food  supplies  at  the  wholesale  fish  and  fruit  markets,  wholesale  and  retail  provision  and 
food  stores,  retail  markets  and  railway  stations  were  inspected  regularly  during  the  year.  Full 
use  was  made  of  the  Kitchen  Waste  Plant  of  the  Cleansing  Department  and  the  Meat  Digester 
Plant  of  the  Markets  Department  and  all  food  which  was  found  to  be  suitable  for  treating  by 
either  of  these  plants  was  put  to  this  use.  The  remaining  condemned  food  was  removed  to  the 
Corporation  Destructor.  Close  supervision  was  exercised  over  the  14  shops  in  the  City  which 
retailed  horseflesh.  All  the  horseflesh  sold  in  the  City  had  been  slaughtered  at  approved  registered 
horse  slaughterhouses  and  had  been  passed  as  fit  for  human  consumption. 

The  following  is  a  summary  of  the  work  carried  out  by  the  staff  of  Food  Inspectors  during 
the  year  together  with  a  hst  of  the  various  foodstuffs  condemned  ; — 

4,451  visits  were  made  to  markets,  railways  and  wholesale  food  stores,  721  visits  were 
made  to  retail  food  shops  and  793  visits  were  made  to  horseflesh  shops. 

480  pigs  which  v  ere  slaughtered  by  their  owners  on  their  private  premises  for  their 
personal  consumption,  were  inspected.  As  a  result  of  these  inspections  6  cwts.  2  qrs. 
1|  lbs.  of  meat  and  offal  were  condemned  and  surrendered  as  unfit  for  food.

THE  MILK  SUPPLY. 

The  daily  average  consumption  of  milk  m  Sheffield  during  the  year  1945  was  38,904  gallons, 
which  represents  0-65  pints  per  head  of  the  population.  This  38,904  gallons  consisted  of 
3,833  gallons  produced  in  the  City  and  35,071  gallons  brought  into  the  City  from  outside  areas.

It  win  be  seen  from  the  table  which  follows  that  of  the  total  of  1,341  formal  and  informal 
samples  of  milk  and  other  food  commodities  which  were  taken  during  the  year  there  were  97, 
or  7  ‘23  per  cent,  which  proved  to  be  adulterated.

The  Presence  of  Tubercle  Bacilli  in  Milk.— In  the  table  which  follows  will  be  found 
particulars  relating  to  the  511  bulk  samples  of  raw  milk  which  were  taken  during  the  year  in 
order  that  the  biological  test  might  be  apphed.  Tubercle  bacilh  proved  to  be  present  in  42,  or 
8*22  per  cent,  of  the  samples.

*  In  addition  to  these  four  cows  from  Sheffield  farms  which  were  subsequently  slaughtered  as  a  result 
of  the  imtial  action  in  taking  bulk  samples  of  milk,  there  were  nine  cows  from  Sheffield  farms  which  were 
slaughtered  imder  the  provisions  of  the  Tuberculosis  Order,  1938,  upon  being  found  by  Inspectors  of  the 
Ministry  of  Agriculture  to  be  in  a  tubercidous  condition. 

Production  of  Clean  Milk. — 217  samples  were  taken  durmg  the  year  of  raw  milk  which 
had  been  produced  within  the  City.  These  samples  were  submitted  to  the  Methylene  Blue 
Reductase  Test  and  149  of  them,  or  68-66  per  cent,  proved  satisfactory. 

Milk  (Special  Designations)  Order,  1936. — Particulars  are  given  below  regarding  the 
various  types  of  milk,  graded  as  a  result  of  this  Order,  which  were  retailed  in  the  City  during 
the  year  : — 

Tuberculin  Tested  Milk  (Certified).— Approximately  101  gallons  of  this  mUk 
were  sold  in  the  City  daily  during  the  year.  One  City  farm  produced  65  gallons  and  36 
gallons  were  produced  at  one  farm  situated  outside  the  area. 

Accredited  Milk. — The  daily  sale  of  Accredited  Milk  in  the  City  during  the  year 
was  approximately  735  gallons.  676  gallons  were  produced  at  eleven  City  farms  and 
59  gallons  at  two  outside  farms. 

Pasteurised  Milk. — Two  firms  are  licensed  for  the  pasteurising  of  milk  in  Sheffield 
and  the  daily  average  of  the  sale  of  this  mUk  in  1945  was  21,925  gallons,  which  represents 
56*36  per  cent  of  the  total  supply  of  milk  to  the  City, 


In  addition  to  designated  milks  there  were  1,734  gallons  of  sterilized  milk  and  7,080  gaUons 
of  heat-treated  milk  sold  daUy  in  the  City. 

It  will  be  observed  from  the  foregoing  information  as  to  the  sale  of  pasteurised  milk, 
sterUized  milk  and  other  heat-treated  milk  that  a  total  of  30,739  gaUons,  representing  79*01 
per  cent  of  the  daUy  mUk  supply  of  the  City  in  1945,  had  either  been  pasteurised  or  had  undergone 
some  other  form  of  heat  treatment.

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MEAT  INSPECTION. 


Private  Slaughterhouses. — There  are  two  private  slaughterhouses  in  the  City.  One  of  these 
is  used  exclusively  for  the  slaughter  of  pigs  and  1,109  Avere  slaughtered  in  the  year  1945.  Of 
these  3  carcases  and  43  part  carcases  representing  a  weight  of  1,098|  lbs.  were  found  to  be  unfit 
for  human  consumption  and  were  condemned.  The  special  Horse  Slaughterhouse  at  the  Abattoir 
was  in  use  during  the  whole  of  the  year  and  all  the  horses  killed  were  examined  by  the  Meat 
Inspectors. 

Corporation  Abattoir. — The  carcase  of  every  animal  which  is  slaughtered  for  food  at  the 
Corporation  Abattoir  is  examined  by  a  qualified  meat  inspector  and  any  carcase  suspected  of 
bemg  diseased  is  taken  to  the  Detention  Room  for  a  final  decision.  Inspections  are  also  made  of 
the  animals  whilst  they  are  in  the  lairages  awaiting  slaughter.  Any  which  are  suspected  of 
being  diseased  are  taken  to  an  Isolation  Slaughterhouse  where  they  are  slaughtered  and  dressed 
m  order  that  they  may  have  no  contact  with  the  healthy  animals.  Animals  slaughtered  under 
the  Tuberculosis  Order  are  kept  under  careful  observation. 

112,415  animals  of  all  kmds  were  slaughtered  and  mspected  at  the  Abattoir  during  the 
year,  as  against  119,775  in  1944,  and  110,348  of  them,  as  against  117,485  m  1944,  were  slaughtered 
by  electrical  or  mechanical  stunning.  Oxen  are  stunned  by  captive  bolt  pistol,  and  calves,  sheep 
and  pigs  by  the  use  of  electrically  charged  stunning  tongs.  The  table  which  follows  gives  details 
regarding  all  animals  which  were  slaughtered  and  inspected  in  the  City  in  the  year  1945.

In  order  to  overcome  the  difficulty  of  identifying  meat  which  was  on  sale  in  the  City  and 
did  not  bear  the  official  stamp  of  the  Mimstry  of  Health,  a  bye-law  was  introduced  on  1st 
October,  1938,  which  ensured  that  all  meat  from  animals  killed  outside  the  City,  with  the 
exception  of  salted  or  frozen  meat  or  meat  bearmg  the  official  stamp,  is  brought  to  the  Abattoir 
for  inspection.  Particulars  of  the  meat  which  was  so  brought  to  the  Abattoir  in  the  year  1945 
are  as  follows  : — 14  carcases  of  beef  with  offal,  26  sides  of  beef,  4  sheep  with  offal,  128|  pigs 
with  offal,  373  pig  plucks,  8,629  pig  heads  and  25  tons  8  cwts.  1  qr.  of  meat,  bones  and  offals. 

Diseases  of  Animals  Acts — Non- Veterinary  Functions. — The  non-veterinary  functions  under 
the  Diseases  of  Animals  Acts  are  adnunistered  by  the  Local  Authority  and  the  inspectors  appointed 
for  this  purpose  made  341  visits  during  the  year  1945.  Information  is  given  below  under  the 
mam  headings  of  this  work. 

Regulation  of  Movement  of  Swine  Orders. — The  major  provisions  of  these  Orders  are  that  all 
Swine  which  are  exposed  for  sale  at  markets  are  to  be  subjected  to  detention  and  isolation  for  a 
period  of  twenty-eight  days  after  leaving  the  market.  Licences  to  move  the  swine  are  issued 
at  the  Sheffield  Corporation  Abattoir  and  at  Wadsley  Bridge  Live  Stock  Market  and  there  was 
systematic  visiting  to  ensure  that  the  provisions  of  the  Orders  were  observed. 

Transit  of  Animals  Orders. — Cleansing  and  disinfection  of  road  vehicles  used  for  the  trans¬ 
porting  of  animals  to  the  Corporation  Abattoir  and  to  and  from  Wadsley  Bridge  Live  Stock 
Market  is  done  by  the  Corporation  at  a  small  charge  to  cover  expenses.  1,029  vehicles  were 
cleansed  and  disinfected  during  1945. 

Swine  Fever. — In  cases  of  Swuie  Fever  it  is  the  duty  of  the  Local  Authority  to  arrange 
for  the  disposal  of  the  carcases  of  infected  pigs  and  also  to  carry  out  the  necessary  disinfection  of 
all  stys  or  premises  which  have  housed  the  diseased  animals.  One  suspected  case  was  confirmed 
in  1945. 

Tuberculosis  Order,  1938. — The  Local  Authority  is  required  to  supervise  the  disinfection  of  the 
stalls  or  standings  in  which  there  have  been  cattle  affected  with  Tuberculosis  and  disinfection 
was  in  aU  cases  carried  out  satisfactorily  during  the  year. 

Foot  and  Mouth  Disease. — There  were  no  outbreaks  of  Foot  and  Mouth  disease  in  the  City 
during  the  year  1945,  but  outbreaks  in  the  neighbouring  districts  brought  the  City  into  the 
infected  area,  requiring  the  issuing  of  movement  licences  in  connection  with  this  disease.
